[ris an old saying, and a true, that any man who 
would write his autobiography fairly would 
undoubtedly add to the knowledge as well 
as contribute to the amusement of his readers. 
Of course, we do not mean such a naked expo- 
sition of character, often, perhaps, less real than 
imaginary, as Rousseau seems to delight in 
in his ‘Confessions,’—as melancholy a book 
as ‘Petronius Arbiter.’ Next to autobiogra- 
phies, there are few better illustrations of a 
peculiar social condition to be met with than 
in the history of classes of the community. 
All these, honestly worked out, are contribu- 
tions to general history. An unpretending 
narrative of the humblest of “ professionals” 
may contribute something which may be 
found of value by the philosophic writer who 
is tracing the course of civilization, and trying 
to account for its vagaries. In studying 
even these details of “Circus people,” the 
reader would often have reason to exclaim, 
“ Oi diable, la vertu, va-t-elle se nicher ?”’ 
The history of circuses, like all gther his- 
tories, however, should have as few mistakes 
and omissions as possible. Now, we are told 
by Mr. Frost that Mr. Ducrow made his 
first appearance on the stage in 1814, as 
Eloi, the dumb-boy, in ‘The Forest of 
Bondy.’ It was in that year the piece was 
produced at Covent Garden, and Florio, the 
dumb-boy, was played by gentle Sally 
Booth. In noticing Poses Plastiques, nothing 
is said of the most perfect and artistic persons 
connected with that sort of entertainment, 
“Professor Keller” and his beautiful wife. 
Their private representations were highly paid 
for. The great riding-master in Astley’s ring, 
the ever-young old Widdicombe, is recorded 
as having died in 1834, whereas he went on 
painting his cheeks, scorning the clown, and 
admiring the ladies, for twenty years longer. 
These, however, are faults not to be too 
heavily censured in a volume which displays, 
generally, care in treating the lightest of sub- 
jects. The Circus Celebrities deserved a chro- 
nicler, and it is to be regretted that we only 
know the plumed and spangled heroes by 
illusory names. On what grounds some 
circus people adopted their circus names it 
would be difficult to explain. What nation- 
ality did Signor Markutchy or Miss Costme- 
thopila affect? Was there not a disloyal 
savour of Jacobitism in the lady of the last 
century who assumed the name of Sobieska 
Clementina? ‘“ N.B. Sobieska” (at Hughes’s 
Circus, 1783) “rides on one, two, and three 
horses, being the only one of her sex that 
ever performed on one, two, and three.” We 
cannot help thinking that though Sobieska 
used strong expletives, she was a nonjuror. 
She probably had more faith in the episcopal 
rights of Bishop Gordon, of Theobald’s Road, 
than in Lowth, Bishop of London, or 
wherefore did she take to herself two of 
the Christian names of the wife of the 
Old Pretender? Again: “A young gentle- 
man, son of a person of quality,” might 
challenge examination as to its genuineness, 








for sons of persons of quality very ques- 
tionable have earned their bread in the circus 
sawdust. This young gent. did one surprising 
thing, riding “at full speed with his right 
Foot on the Saddle, and his left Toe in his 
Mouth, two surprising Feet!” The curious 
bill in which this is stated, has this curious 
ending: “The Young Gentleman will recite 
verses of his own making” (which must have 
been a fearful thing to listen to), “and act 
Mark Antony between the leaps. Clementina 
every night—a commodious room for the 
nobility.” Miss Vangabel and Madame Fuzzi 
are not euphonious pseudonyms. There is a 
well-known theatrical name in Astley’s bill of 
the last century, that of Wallack, who acted 
“ Captain of the Cavern” in ‘Gil Blas.’ This 
man was the father of handsome Wallack, of 
Drury Lane; but he was’an Israelite, and his 
real name was Wolf. ‘Catawba Indian Chiefs” 
and real Chinese were usually lively natives of 
the Seven Dials, and half the Wild Savages 
in shows were wild Irishmen. Why is the 
cheapest of unlicensed playhouses called a 
“gaff”? why did the young lad Ella 
ride in skirts, and bewitch spectators for 
years, as Mdlle. Ella? and why should not 
Blondin be more disposed to be famous by his 
real name than by a borrowed one ? 

In the old days of “Sadler’s Wells,” when 
it was more of a “ booth” than a “ house,” and 
boasted only of the ancient but clever mounte- 
bank performances,—several exhibitions daily, 
—a fellow was employed outside, who, while the 
performance was going on within, counted the 
fresh crowd as it collected without; and, as soon 
as he saw there were enough people to fill the 
booth, he put his head inside and inquired, in 
aloud voice, “ Is Hiram Fistiman here?” at 
which significant inquiry the performances 
came to an end, and the spectators, who, doubt- 
less, understood the signal as well as the pro- 
prietors, were dismissed. We may add, thata 
similar system prevailed to the latest days of 
Fairs and Old Richardson. When that wary son 
of wandering Thespis used to step inside from 
the front, and ask, ‘‘ Is John Audley here ?” the 
stage manager dropped the curtain, wherever 
the tragedy might be, and a new audience took 
the places of the old. Even at this day, in 
dramatic slang, to John-Audley a play means 
to cut it down to a comfortable brevity. 

Dramatic and circus slang grew slowly but 
surely, and it was a long time before tumblers 
were called “ acrobats,” and vaulting, “ tram- 
poline exercises.” We servilely copied France 
in using the word “‘funambulists” to express 
rope-dancers, but it never took sound root. The 
word came in with the war, and had a hostile 
look about it. Even now the meaning is not to 
be found of “ fricapee dancing” ; and “ fricassee 
dancing” is equally unintelligible. Tour- 
billon still is interpreted whirlwind in the 
dictionaries, but the circus people adapted it 
to “head-over-heels” work. These people 
have a language of their own. A bold-tongued 
announcer of performances is ‘‘a blower”; a 
circus-‘man almost always speaks of a circus- 
woman, not as a woman, but “a dona”; 
“saulty” is their slang for ‘a penny”; and 
“denarlies,” as meaning money, makes one 
think of the denarii paid for admission to the 
circus at Pompeii. Vulgar people have adopted 
the old circus word “rot” as a word of con- 
tempt. ‘ Rags” is another uncomplimentary 
term applied by prosperous members of circuses 





to the street tumblers ; and when policemen in- 
terrupt those humble entertainers, the latter say 
“the bobbies have queered the pitch.” Collecting 
the pence of spectators is ‘‘doing the nob,” 
and soliciting subscriptions from the spectators 
at windows is “nobbing the glaze.” “ Fake- 
ment,” which is circus lingo for the circus 
apparatus, has, we think, a different meaning 
among sharpers. Jor instance, sham country- 
men, who hawk poultry in the streets, do a 
‘*fakement” when they pass off a stale fowl 
for a fresh one. A circus performer “does a 
Johnny Scappérey ” when he runs away from 
his liabilities, which is sometimes the case 
when the circus proves to be “shutters” or a 
failure, and the clowns cannot “crack a 
wheeze” or tell a joke to attract patrons. 
There is a great deal more of language-making 
among these people ; but the pleasantest phrase 
they know is—“the ghost walks,” which 
implies that the salaries are paid, the “show” 
being a great success. 

With some exceptions, there is a wonderfully 
active spirit of charity among these people,—- 
prompt alacrity to help a poor fellow who is 
“hard up.” Mr. Frost treats the late Charles 
Dickens’s sketches of these “amusing vaga- 
bonds” as exaggerated beyond measure; yet 
the truth is often startling enough. One of 
those truths is that invariably the most serious 
member of the travelling companies is the 
clown. Mr. Frost shows how the clown, with 
many of his fellows, can be as sincerely reli- 
gious and as naturally curious about the Great 
Hereafter as the most miserable sinners who go 
to church in fine clothes. We have listened, 
not without sympathy, to one of these reason- 
able fools (and it was difficult to look steadily 
at his chalked and painted face, which seemed 
to belie the gravity of his words) expressing 
his sorrow at having to raise a laugh in the 
young by giving a runaway knock at a door, 
and then tripping up the policeman who tried 
to “run him in.” “The little fellows, sir,” 
said this cap-and-bell philosopher, “ fancy 
there’s no harm init. They, perhaps, go and 
try it themselves, when they are older, and 
they hear a Magistrate tell them they are a 
disgrace to Society. But what canI do? I 
was born to it; and I was never asked whether 
I’d like not to take to it.” The words were 
scarce out of a mouth which seemed a yard 
wide, when he was on the stage, bringing him- 
self into collision with the policeman, and 
seeming to enjoy the laughter that was excited. 

Born to it all of them are not; but, never- 
theless, few are asked if they would like not 
to take to it. Mr. Frost might have written 
a painfully interesting chapter on this subject. 
Not long since, accident brought us in con- 
tact with two chubby, happy-looking little 
acrobats, little men of five or six years old, 
with an air as knowing as if they had lived 
for ten times those years. They were standing 
at the wing, while their master, in glittering 
attire, was going through a performance on 
the stage, which made one think of Johnson’s 
wish that it were impossible. “Is that your 
father?” — Both boys shook their heads, 
silently. — “What is he, then?” — “Our 
master,” said one, while the other looked 
puzzled, as if it were strange that any one 
should have any curiosity about them.—“ Can 
you read?” — Both shook their heads. — 
“Should you like to learn ?”—One nodded ener- 
getically, the other less demonstratively, as if

it foreshadowed another trouble in life for him. 
Yes. They were brothers.—‘‘ Where is your 
father ?”—Each answered, rising on his toes, 
as if the reply were not for all the world, 
“Don’t know!”—“ And your mother?” — 
One hung his head, the other turned quite 
away.—“ Do you never hear from them ?”— 
“‘ Never !”—‘“ But how came you to have this 
master, here ?”—‘“ Father sold us to him.”— 
And, after awhile, we asked, “Is he kind to 
you ?”—*‘ Oh, yes!” was the ready rejoinder; 
“ gives us plenty to eat and drink, and all that.” 
And then the more reticent came out with an 
eloquent burst, yet cautiously delivered under 
his breath, ‘“‘ But didn’t he just whop us, at 
first.” They were clever little fellows, went 
fearlessly through some extraordinary feats, 
and, when they bowed, hand-in-hand with 
their master, all three looked as proud and 
happy as it was possible to look. The ap- 
plauding boys and girls in front, perhaps, 
more than half envied them, not knowing 
that they had been bought, sold, and 
“ whopped ” for the public enjoyment. Poor 
wretches! Some circus people have hard 
lives to the end. A dying clown, who had 
fallen through a trap, was taken to a hospital 
two or three years ago ; and because the paint 
on his face gave a comic expression to his 
attempt at prayer or complaint, he was declared 
to have died drunk. 

Some of them have died “well off.” Others 
have achieved greatness in another way. The 
father of Madame Saqui taught the Comte 
d’Artois to dance on the tight rope! When 
the grateful Count became Charles the Tenth, 
he was not forgetful of the fact—he invited 
his old rope-professor’s daughter to give a 
last performance, at the /étes in Paris, in 
honour of his coronation ; and, at a very ad- 
vanced age, the old lady tripped up the rope 
and back again, in the Champs Elysées, sur- 
rounded by fireworks. We believe that one 
or two of Albert Smith’s amateur panto- 
mimists were excellent rope-dancers. The 
late Mr. Bidwell, of the Treasury, was a 
perfect harlequin, but he was wise in his 
generation ; and, instead of taking leaps over 
his office desk, sat quiet'y down to it, and 
became a perfect clerk. Leotard wished to 
leave the trapeze for the Bar, but died 
before his studies were well begun. The 
profession remembers, however, with pride 
that Peg Woffington and Mrs. Charles Kemble 
rose from the sawdust to the stage; and 
that Mrs. A. Wigan, before she adorned 
the theatre, was, in her maidenhood, as grace- 
ful a rope-dancer as Miss Woolford. David 
Roberts, R.A., was just out of his apprentice- 
ship as a house-painter, when Bannister, the 
travelling circus and theatre man, hired him, 
at thirty shillings a week, to paint scenery, 
make himself useful, and play small parts in 
pantomimes, which, he says in his Diary, he 
rather over-did than under-did. One of the 
old glories of the old Coburg was the scenery 
of Roberts and Stanfield, and some of the 
scenes by Roberts are still in store at Drury 
Lane, Whenoneremembers that grave face, with 
its kindly smile, one cannot reconcile it with 
the idea of a rattling young super “ making a 
part” in a rollicking scene in a Christmas 
pantomime. Mr. Frost mentions Roberts, 
but he has overlooked .the most exalted 
example of the aristocratic element, at least, 
among the clowns. It is so strange that we 









will quote it without comment from Debrett’s 
Peerage for 1875. After enumerating the 
titles, &c., of Earl Poulett, Debrett has the 
following record :— 

“ Son. William Turnour Thomas, Viscount 
Hinton, 6, at Southsea, December 15th, 1849 ; 
educated at Church House College, Merton, Surrey, 
was some time engaged as a clown and professional 
pantomimist at the Surrey Theatre, and elsewhere, 
under the nom de plume (sic) of ‘Mr. Cosman.’ 
Married, December 6th, 1869, Miss Lydia Ann 
Shippey, a ballet dancer, and has, with other 
issue, William Henry George, b. 1870.” 

Earl Poulett, Debrett tells us, “ married, at 
Portsea, June 23rd, 1849, Elizabeth Lavinia, 
—who died August 9th, 1871,—daughter of 
Mr. Newman, pilot, of Landport.” In the next 
month, says Debrett, the Earl “married Miss 
Emma Sophia Johnson.” Lord Hinton may, 
after all, point, for his justification, to the Roman 
Emperor who performed in the circus. If 
we remember rightly, that Imperial charioteer 
ruined the proprietor by the exorbitant salary 
he squeezed out of him, and much the same is 
done in these highly-civilized and unheathenish 
times.

Tue English public care more for practical 

science than theological learning. Things 

palpable occupy their attention instead of what 
is abstract. They look for tangible results. 

Philosophy and scientific theology, therefore, 

are not widely cultivated. The few who addict 

themselves to such studies evince the charac- 
teristics of the English mind by finding causes 
and influences in the external world, in circum- 
stances, education, experience, habit, in pre- 
ference to intuition or innate germs ; by ac- 
cepting the traditional and customary beliefs 
in religion, without inquiring whether they 
rest upon a secure basis in Scripture or reason. 
The difference between Germany and England 
in this respect is obvious; yet the latter country 
largely contributed to the so-called rationalistic 
movement in the former during the eighteenth 
century ; and now the debt is being repaid by 
the way in which German theology affects 

English literature relating to that subject. 
Many years ago, Mr. Clark, of Edinburgh, 

began a series of translations from the German, 

belonging for the most part to the province of 
theology. This was extensively purchased by 
his own countrymen, whose taste for the subject 
is greater than that of the Southerns; and 
many books of value were brought within the 
reach of the clergy, of students, and of others. 

The scheme, which was on the whole con- 

ducted judiciously, and is still prosecuted with 

increasing success, has been of benefit to a 

large class of readers. It has nourished a 

desire for German productions, and excited 

sympathies with other views than such as 
have been stereotyped among English and 








Scotch theologians. The books common} 
selected for translation have belonged to one 
tendency or school of thought. They are what 
is called orthodox in the main, representing the 
opinions of Hengstenberg, Lange, Tholuck, 
Olshausen, Ebrard, and the like. The theology 
of Germany, however, is not all orthodox, 
On the contrary, since the days of Semler, 
freedom in speculation has been a proni- 
nent characteristic of Teutonic thinkers, 
The history of their progressive theology ig 
marked by numerous books full of learnin 
and ingenuity. The non-orthodox have been 
as active as the orthodox, in literary produc. 
tiveness. Hence it was felt that the former 
should not be ignored in England. If the 
operations of the Edinburgh bookseller were 
one-sided, it was thought that the other side 
might well be represented, so that a discerning 
public might have both to choose from. It is 
undesirable to confine oneself to one line of 
argument, or one aspect of a subject. The 
man who seeks truth should look at all argu- 
ments, study every question in all its aspects, 
and be open to conviction according to the 
evidence that preponderates. 

Under these circumstances, it was a praise- 
worthy undertaking on the part of those who 
originated the “Theological Translation Fund” 
to render accessible to English readers who 
are not familiar with the languages of the 
Continent, a literature less biassed by dog- 
matic prepossessions than that to which the 
Scottish publisher is devoted. The names of 
the twenty gentlemen who recommend the 
recent scheme are well known ; and the pub- 
lishers to whom they assigned its execution, 
are men of intelligence. In the interest of 
truth we wish it success, because theology can 
only be studied rightly when studied compre- 
hensively, not merely in- the light of creeds, 
but in that of reason and learning. If the 
orthodox have their favourite authors, why 
should such as are less trammelled be de- 
prived of theological literature shaped in 
another mould ? 

The publishers have issued the volumes 
included in two years’ subscription, viz., one 
of Keim’s ‘ History of Jesus,’ two of Baur’s 
on ‘St. Paul’s Writings,’ two of Kuenen’s 
‘Religion of Israel’; and Bleek’s Lectures on 
the Apocalypse. These are works which no 
theologian can safely neglect ; nor an intelli- 
gent layman ignore. They have merits of 
their own, and will have a permanent place in 
the history of theology. Objections were 
made to the character of the translations of 
the first volume of Keim’s ‘Jesus’ and Baur’s 
‘ Paul’; but we are glad to see that revised 
editions of them will soon be ready, in ex- 
change for those first issued. ‘The others 
appear to be well rendered. Allowance must 
always be made for the difficulty attaching to 
the translation of German books, which are 
written too oftenin a slovenly, awkward fashion. 
Teutonic theologians neglect style, and enun- 
ciate their ideas in ill-constructed sentences. 
Hence a literal translation would be all but 
unintelligible ; while a loose paraphrase dilutes 
the original. 

A prospectus of the third year’s issue pro- 
mises, among other works, ‘Ewald on the 
Prophets,’ one of the ablest books on the Old 
Testament that has appeared in the present 
century. Others of high character in Ger- 
many are also said to be in preparation. If 
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commentaries proper on the New Testament 
books can be added, they would be welcome aids 
to the clergy, and would keep them abreast of 
recent literature. A short commentary on the 
New Testament is most needed. Meyer’s is 
too extensive and tedious, and besides, it is 
partly out of date ; while De Wette’s which is 
much better, has fallen, in some parts, into 
the hands of persons out of harmony with his 
views. If the publishers can put into a single 
volume the notes of the ‘ Protestanten-Bibel 
Neuen Testamentes,’ edited by Schmidt and 
Holtzendorff, containing all the essentials of a 
Commentary with brief Introductions to the 
books, they will confer a boon on many 
students. A translation, indeed, is promised. 
The standpoint of scholars like Lipsius, Hol- 
sten, Lang, Spaeth, and Pfleiderer, may not 
be ours ; but their interpretations of the New 
Testament deserve a careful perusal, and no 
theologian deserving the name can afford to 
dispense with them. When we consider 
the spirit of inquiry which is abroad, we 
feel that the new translation scheme must 
commend itself to many seekers after know- 
ledge. The clergy of all denominations 
may be benefited by it, as they are by the 
older Scottish undertaking; and the laity, 
freer in their movements because they have 
not subscribed creeds, may learn from it how 
far the authorized instructors of the people 
open their eyes to the currents of opinion 
around them, and control or yield to them. 








The Land of the North Wind; or, Travels 
among the Laplanders and the Samoyedes. 
By Edward Rae. (Murray.) 


Ir was Linnzeus, if we mistake not, who wrote 
the thesis “regarding the pleasure of travelling 
in one’s own country.” It is partly of the 
country described by Mr. Rae that the famous 
naturalist spoke; and this book reminds us 
of the praise bestowed on those who stay at 
home. Now-a-days, when everybody wanders 
more or less far a-field, the beaten, or even 
the unbeaten, tracks of Europe are pooh- 
poohed. In an ordinary drawing-room, or 
at a middle class dining-table, the chances are 
that you will meet men who are familiar with 
the Rocky Mountains, but are not sure whether 
the Laps are Eskimo or Russians, and can 
give you a lucid account of the Galapagos 
Islands, but never heard of St. Kilda or its 
simple-minded inhabitants and wild scenery. By 
a Briton all the Continent of Europe must be 
looked upon as more or less “ home,” and, ac- 
cordingly, we cannot but congratulate Mr. Rae 
on having the good sense to spend his holiday 
time among a European people quite as pri- 
mitive, and almost less known, than the North 
American Indians, and in whose country he 
could enjoy all the pleasures of camp life, with- 
out the risk of beingscalped. Having already 
acquired in Iceland some experience of 
northern travel, our traveller—for he is really 
rather above the common tourist level— 
started, in 1873, for Lapland, with a com- 
panion, Mr. Brandeth, who contributes much 
to the pleasant fun of these pages under the 
sobriquet of “the Doctor.” After skirting the 
coast of Norway and doubling the North Cape, 
they then, by boat, sledge, or whatever rude 
conveyance the country afforded, struck south- 
ward through the Lap Isthmus for the Gulf of 
Bothnia, keeping chiefly along the course of 





the Muonio River, which divides Swedish from 
Russian, Lapland, and, finally, reaching the sea 
at Haparanda, a primitive little town. In Hapa- 
randa they lighted upon one M. Paul Du Chaillu, 
not unknown to our readers, and who, it is 
pleasing tolearn,isa popular man in those parts, 
which one would think are somewhat out of his 
range. It is delightful to find that there are still 
cheap places in the world, and, accordingly, 
people anxious to retrench may be interested in 
learning that at Gamle Karleby a “‘ respectable 
middle-class family of four persons might live 
upon 25/. a year”; and that, after rushing into 
the most reckless extravagancesthat the Finnish 
hotel would allow of, all that a dinner for 
two—and it was an admirable meal—cost 
was 4s, 8d. The Finns our author describes as 
excessively inquisitive. Everybody looks after 
his or her own business ; but in an especial 
manner is every one else’s business seen to by 
these quiet livers “out of the hurly-burly” 
of the big world. Of the Laps we do not 
learn much from Mr. Rae that we do not find 
in Scheffer’s “‘ History”; but what little Mr. 
Rae does tell us is related in so pleasant 
and cheerful a manner, that the much despised 
“general reader” may prefer to peruse his 
pages rather than those of the ponderous 
Upsalian Professor. Finally, Mr. Rae came 
home by way of Stockholm, Malmé, Copen- 
hagen, and Germany. The second tour, 
among the Samoyedes (or Samo-yeds, as their 
name is pronounced), was of a more pre- 
tentious character, and, geographically, more 
important. On this occasion the two friends 
again doubled the North Cape, and landed at 
Archangel on the White Sea. The country which 
they explored is little known, and has been 
visited by few strangers, and probably by no 
Englishmen previously. Everywhere Mr. Rae 
speaks with contempt of the venality and 
meanness of the Russians, and especially of 
the Russian officials with whom he met, and 
per contra, with respect, of the Poles, most of 
whom had, for “reasons beyond their own 
control,” considerable personal knowledge of 
Siberia, and, for their sins, were fated to serve 
His Imperial Majesty in these inhospitable 
regions. Pinega inanespecialmanneris gibbeted 
as a place where Russian officialism attains to 
a minimum of virtue. After a voyage down 
the Kiiloi River, our author entered the Kanin 
Peninsula, and met with the Samoyedes— 
Mongolian wanderers along the shores of the 
Arctic Sea. They are mostly rude barbarians, 
though a few have nominally, when residing 
near the Russian settlements, joined the Greek 
Church. The greater number of them are, 
however, Pagans, if they are of any religion ; 
and, until a recent date, worshipped gods in 
the semblance of large wooden images, and 
indulged in something which strongly resembles 
“ fetichism.” The account of these people is 
the most valuable, if not the most amusing, 
portion of Mr. Rae’s book. On the whole, he 
has a kindly feeling for the fur-clad wanderers 
of the Russian wastes :— 

“¢Filthy beasts,’ said an English gentleman, 
to whom I related a few Samoyede traits on my 
return to England ; and, when he had said so, 
that gentleman went home and swallowed oysters 
alive, ate game in so decomposed a condition that 


it would offend a Samoyede, and cheese so decayed . 


that a Samoyede dog would avoid it upon the 
tindras. Then he took a glass of brandy, and 
thanked goodness with a shudder that he was not 
as those Samoyedes were.” 





A graphic description is given of sledging 
over the wild moss-covered wastes known 
as the téndras—the Terre damnate of Lin- 
nzeus,—and of a voyage along the shores 
of the White Sea on the return trip to Arch- 
angel, from which port our travellers finally 
sailed for England. Of course, the country 
passed over by them is not “new.” It 
is described, in detail, in many Russian 
and Swedish documents ; but to the English 
reader, and assuredly to those of the “general” 
type, it is practically an unknown land. Our 
travellers were not men of science, and 
accordingly the reader need not expect to be 
bored with scientific names, or with any 
discussions about the glacial period, or the 
periodicity of climate. They were simply 
good-natured " English gentlemen, having 
plenty of money and a superabundance of mus- 
cular energy, which, after the manner of the 
nation, they expended in gratifying a laudable 
curiosity for seeing new places and outlandish 
people. Mr. Rae, by his own confession, was 
smitten with a passion for old silver orna- 
ments ; and we almost fear that the acquisition 
of a broad-mouthed spoon of Lap manufacture 
at a village has now and then bribed him into 
throwing a decided couleur de rose over the pic- 
ture while speaking of that particular locality ; 
while, on the other hand, disappointment at not 
finding the number of buckles or rings he had 
been led to believe would be saleable at an- 
other hamlet has prejudiced him against what 
we have no doubt was a very respectable 
place—as places go in Lapland! As for “ the 
Doctor,” we have his companion’s word for it, 
“that to climb some considerable height, and 
obtain a view... . seemed to be the principal 
aim of his travels.” 

Taking Mr. Rae’s first attempt at literature 
as a whole, and net expecting more from it than 
he asks us, we must say it does him credit, 
that he is a tourist of the best type, and 
an amusing descriptive writer. Nowhere need 
the reader weary because the author is dull. 
Liveliness is the prevailing characteristic of 
every page; and though the humour is some- 
times flippant, yet he must bea dull man who 
cannot obtain some information, and at the 
same time extract a laugh now and then, from 
the travels of “the Doctor” and his friend. Here 
and there the Briton will crop out, though 
not in an offensive manner. Like the rest of 
our countrymen, Mr. Rae is apt to consider 
all that is not British “rum,” if not ridiculous. 
He is fond—while writing English—of using 
foreign words. Thus, instead of going to a 
bookseller, he visits a “bokhandler,” gets 
physic at an “ Apothek,” and seeks for views 
to illustrate his book at a “ Fotografs.” He is 
amused at a steamer being called a ‘‘ Damskib,” 
(“Dampskib” is the correct Danish), and 
harps on his little joke so constantly that he 
seems afraid his obtuse reader may miss the 
point of it. If Mr. Rae knew more German, 
he would not think Scandinavian words so 
extraordinary ; but he, apparently, would have 
agreed with Basil Hall's seaman, who did 
not think much good could come of a 
people “who call an ’at a sombrero!” The 
book is illustrated with some tolerable wood- 
cuts and a map, which is, however, too little 
in detail to be of much use, and does not, 
moreover, show even the entire routes of our 
tourists, 

After finishing Mr. Rae’s pleasant narrative, 
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we are led to agree with old Regnard, who, at 
the close of his Lapland journey, remarked 
that it was “ one I would not have failed to 
make for a great deal of money, and that I 
would not re-commence for much more.”

Chaucer.—The Prioresses Tale, kc. 
Rev. Walter W. Skeat, M.A. 
Clarendon Press Series.) 

Tue labours of Mr. Skeat and Dr. Morris are 

rapidly bringing the best works of Chaucer 

before English readers in such a form and 


with such elucidation as will enable all to 


read them, For far too long a time the study 
of Chaucer has been thought to be “caviare 
to the general,” and yet the introductions to 
the two volumes, which have already been 
put forth by these editors in the “ Clarendon 
Press Series,” will prove to any reader that all 
that is necessary to open up a large field of 
enjoyment can readily be acquired, and then 
neither the language nor metres of this mar- 
vellous writer will be unappreciated. 

In the little volume before us we have the 
best parts, and nearly the whole of five of the 
Canterbury Tales, the ‘ Prologue’ and two other 
tales having appeared in the former volume, 
edited by Dr. Morris. Mr. Skeat has noticed 
in the Introduction that Chaucer probably did 
not, any more than did Shakspeare, invent 
many of his stories; but that taking some 
tale which was well known, he threw it into 
such a form as best suited it, and in so doing 
made it brilliant with his own genius. 
Thus it probably came to pass that “the 
tale of Gamelyn,” selected to be used in this 
way, but never put into shape, has been in- 
cluded among Chaucer’s Canterbury Tales. 
But in the selection of such stories as he 
pleased to make use of, and in the assignation 
of them to the different characters which he 
has sketched among his pilgrims, the mind of 
the master is ever apparent. The first of the 
tales in this volume is that of the Prioresse, 
whom the poet has represented in the Prologue 
as singing well ‘the servise devyne,” as full 
of all courtesy and kindness, but above all 
things abounding in tenderness :— 

But for to speken of her conscience, 

She was so charitable and so pitous, 

Sche wolde weepe if that sche sawe a mous 

Caught in a trappe, if it were deed or bledde. 
To this tender-hearted Christian gentlewoman 
Chaucer has assigned the story which tells 
of the slaughter of the little “clergeon” or 
chorister-boy by the Jews of some city in Asia, 
when they were offended at his constancy in 
the laudation of the Virgin Mary. This legend 
had assumed many shapes, as will be seen 
from Mr. Skeat’s Introduction, but none more 
touching than that which Chaucer puts into 
the mouth of the Prioress. The widow’s son 
of “seven yeer of age,” well taught in his 
devotions by his mother, and repaying the 
teaching in such wise as did “ Saint Nicholas,” 
who “so yong to Crist did reverence,” forms 
a beautiful picture ; and the zeal of the boy, 
who will master the ‘Alma Redemptoris,’ 
even to the neglect of his secular learning, 
and who says, though he 

.... Shal be beten thryes in an houre, 
I wol it conne, our Lady for to honoure, 

is related in a most simple strain, but one 
full of poetry. His cruel murder and the 
Virgin’s gift of speech and song to the severed 








head, that the mother might discover her 
murdered boy, and due honour be paid to the 
child-martyr, are all topics on which the 
“tendre herte” of the Prioress may be sup- 
posed to have delighted to dwell; while a 
subject which poured contempt and imputed 
crime to the persecuted Jewish race was 
certain at this period to be popular with the 
clergy, both male and female. And though 
Chaucer places the scene of his story in Asia, 
he fails not to make the Lady allude, before 
she ends, to the similar story which was told 
of the slaughter of “ Hugh of Lincoln,” an 
event which, as she says, happened “but a 
litel whyle ago,” and which was well known 
both in chronicle legend and ballad, as Mr. 
Skeat’s note gives full demonstration. 

Of the ‘‘tale of Thopas,” which is next 
given, and which Chaucer assigns to himself, 
little need be said, except that it shows the 
author's skill in making his own part in the 
tales to be as little prominent as possible. 
This gingle which the Host at last interferes 
to stop, for it sgemed as though it might go 
on for ever, is a masterly parody on the popu- 
lar ditties of the Romance writers ; and in the 
notes, from time to time, the editor has shown 
how this popular tale or that has furnished 
the model on which Chaucer has fashioned his 
own stanzas. 

The next tale is equally well suited to the 
character of its narrator. The monk, the fair 
“relat” who kept his dainty horse, and rode 
with bells gingling at his bridle, was just the 
man to recount the stories of great ones and 
their sad ends. He was not like the Parson, 
a man who would give his hearers a sermon 
on the seven deadly sins, but he knew a great 
deal more of the world outside his monastery 
than within it; to him, therefore, is well given 
the story which Chaucer models on the ‘De 
Casibus Virorum Illustrium,’ of Boccaccio. In 
the introduction and in the notes the editor 
has given every assistance that seems needed 
to explain the text, and has assigned, though 
we cannot but think a little fancifully, a sort 
of reason for the order in which Chaucer has 
ranged the heroes and heroine (for Zenobia, 
Queen of Palmyra, is included), whom his 
Monk celebrates, which order is in many cases 
in defiance of chronology. For an excellent 
specimen of praiseworthy annotation, we would 
refer the reader to the description of Peter the 
Cruel and the notes thereon. Chaucer’s inti- 
mate knowledge of all the circumstances con- 
nected with that monarch’s life and fate (for 
he was the father-in-law of Chaucer's patron and 
connexion, John of Gaunt), has led the author 
to speak as a contemporary would, in language 
very concise, and which, for the reader in after- 
times, demands a great amount of elucidation. 
This has been given to the full, so that the 
obscure lines (and they were long a source of 
difficulty to studious readers of Chaucer) can 
now be fully appreciated. For a portion of 
the illustration, Mr. Skeat is indebted toa 
friend, whose help he is prompt to acknow- 
ledge. 

The tale which follows next in order, and 
which Chaucer ‘“‘learned at Padowe of a 
worthy clerk,” is with propriety put by him 
into the mouth of his ‘‘ Clerk of Oxenford.” 
This story, the tale of patient “ Grisild,” is 
particularly interesting as connected with the 
events of Chaucer’s life. Chaucer took the 
story from the Latin of Petrarch, from whom 





he says he obtained the tale. This is very 
evident on a comparison of the original with 
Chaucer’s version. But Petrarch’s Latin is 
rendering from the Italian of the last story in 
the ‘Decamerone’ of Boccaccio. Much dis. 
cussion has been raised about various points 
connected with Chaucer’s employment of this 
story, as, for instance, why he assigns it to 
Petrarch rather than Boccaccio ; also concern. 
ing the chronology of Chaucer’s visits to Italy, 
and how they can be made to fit in with his 
own account in the prologue of this tale, 
Chaucer visited Italy in 1368 or 1369, and 
again 1372-3. Petrarch’s Latin version is 
dated, in some copies, 1373. Now, as we 
have said, it can be shown that this Latin 
version was that which Chaucer used. This 
is reason enough why he should mention 
Petrarch rather than Boccaccio as his authority; 
and we may fairly suppose (as a solution for 
every other difficulty) that Chaucer knew 
what he meant, and had no intention of 
stating to his reader anything that had not 
occurred. Now all that he asserts may very 
well be true if (as Mr. Skeat is content to do) 
we suppose him to have heard the story from 
Petrarch at Padua, in 1372, and afterwards 
to have procured a copy of the Latin to which 
he in some parts has so closely adhered, 
Petrarch was dead when Chaucer wrote the 
prologue to this tale, for he says there— 
He is now deed and nailed in his cheste. 


The Tale itself must have originated in an 
attempt of some champion of womanhood to 
speak up boldly for those who had little chance 
among any nation in old times of speaking for 
themselves. This will account for the excess 
to which the advocate in the story makes his 
heroine’s patience reach. Nothing can pro- 
voke her. Her children are taken from her, 
she herself insulted and driven forth by her 
husband in his wish to try how far her en- 
durance would last ; but for all he can do— 

Hir goost (spirit) was ever in pleyn (full) humilitee. 

Such a conception would have been impos- 
sible except to one who had seen the opposite 
picture of womanhood constantly held forward, 
and such a one only could write in the enthu- 
siasm for his cause :— 

Men speke of Job and most for his humblesse 
As clerkes, when hem list, can well endyte, 
Namely of men, but as in soothfastenesse, 
Though clerkes preise wommen but a lyte 
Ther can no man in humblesse acquyte 

As womman can, ne can ben half so trewe 
As wommen ben. 

The last of the Tales included in this 
volume is that which, if completed, would 
probably have been the most magnificent of 
the whole series—the half-told 

Story of Cambuscan bold, 
Of Camball and of Algarsife, 
And who had Canace to wife, 
That owned the virtuous ring and glass 
And of the wondrous horse of brass 
On which the Tartar King did ride. 

Unhappily we have only an account of the 
horse, and of none of the rides of the Tartar 
King, and are left equally without notice, 
beyond a mere mention, of anything but the 
marvellous powers communicated to Canace, 
and of the dialogue she holds with the love- 
lorn bird. What we have received suits well, 
however, with some part of the Squire’s 
character. A love story, even though only 
the sorrowing of a bird over the faithlessness 
of its mate, is what we should have ex- 
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pected Chaucer to assign to him of whom 


he sayS— 4 
So hote he lovede that by nightertale 
He sleep no more than doth a nightingale. 

Had the rest been finished, it would, no 
doubt, have been equally in accord with the 
life of one who, for his years, “ had born him 
wel” in war “in hope to stonden in his lady 
grace.” With reference to the sources of this 
story, Mr. Skeat gives some interesting inform- 
ation in his Introduction and tries to show that 
Chaucer was in part, at least, drawing from the 
‘Travels of Marco Polo.’ The story has all 
the characteristics of Arabian fiction. It would 
be an interesting labour to trace the influence 
of Arabic literature on the studies of medizeval 
times. 

By a series of quotations from Marco Polo, 
Mr. Skeat shows that the sovereign described 
by Chaucer is the famous Kublai Khan, 
though the word Cambuscan, or ‘“ Cambyn- 
skan,” as here spelt, is a corruption of the 
name of the still more famous Ghengis Khan, 
the grandfather of Kublai. This portion of 
Mr. Skeat’s Introduction cannot fail to prove 
of great interest to the student of this gem 
among Chaucer's stories. 

Beside these complete tales the volume 
before us contains a number of prologues and 
link-lines by which Chaucer prefaced or con- 
nected his tales into a continued series. These 
are important matter to the student of 
Chaucer, for from them rather than from the 
tales can be gleaned the data for settling the 
whole history of the pilgrimage, how long it 
lasted, where were its halts, and what accession 
it received to its numbers. To these inquiries 
are devoted the first pages of the Introduction. 
Here the tales are divided into groups, a work 
which has been rendered more possible than 
of old by the too-little-recognized labours of 
the Chaucer Society. And not only is it 
possible to fix the number of days during 
which the pilgrimage lasted, but the very days 
of the month on which it took place. At first 
sight the reader may fancy these fragmentlike 
portions could very well have been dispensed 
with, but when he recognizes the use to which 
they have been put, he will, we think, deem 
them a very valuable part of the volume. 

Appended to the Introduction is given a 
notice of some of the grammatical forms which 
are to be found in this volume; but the 
groundwork of Chaucerian grammar had been 
laid in Dr. Morris’s previous volume, and to 
that in ordinary instances the student is 
referred. The section on Metre and Versifi- 
cation will amply repay perusal, for the study 
of it will, by teaching what syllables should 
be and what should not be pronounced, 
remove what has always been a great barrier 
in the way of those who would fain have read 
Chaucer, but failed to master the peculiarities 
of his verse. And as a practical application 
of the principles laid down, the editor has 
subjoined a metrical analysis of the first part 
of the ‘Squire’s Tale.’ Fortified by a study 
of these few pages, we venture to predict that 
the reader will approach Chaucer’s poetry 
prepared to peruse it with pleasure as well as 
profit. 

At the end of the book is a Glossarial 
Index of more than ordinary fullness, so that 
with that and the notes the reader will rarely 
be at any loss, but we join with the editor in 
urging on all not to take results in etymology 





on a mere ipse dixit, but to search out the 
roots of words for themselves, for doing which 
Mr. Skeat has given (Introduction, p. Ixxv) 
an almost formidable list of apparatus. We 
can observe indications that this volume will be 
followed by another, to include all else that 
can with advantage be studied in the ‘ Can- 
terbury Tales.’ When this is done we would 
urge on the editor to print in extenso ‘The 
Man of Lawes Tale,’ which he has passed over 
now, because a portion of it has already been 
put forth in another volume of the “ Clarendon 
Press Series.” It is a most pleasing tale, and has 
been selected by Gower as well as Chaucer 
for versification ; it would, therefore, be a 
subject of regret if in such an issue of all the 
good company of the pilgrimage, the Man of 
Law should be wanting, and his place only 
supplied by references to the fragment which 
appears in the ‘Specimens of English Lite- 
rature.’ 








NOVELS OF THE WEEK. 


La Faute de l’ Abbé Mouret. Par Emile Zola. 
(Paris, Charpentier.) 


Felicia. By the Author of ‘Kitty.’ 3 vols.

Hereditary Bondsmen; or, Is it All in Vain? 
By J. De Liefde. 3 vols. (Tinsley

WE cannot but speak of M. Zola’s new book, 
for it is the most powerful of all his powerful 
work; but it is a book which deifies the 
sexual passion to a point which has, perhaps, 
never before been reached in literature. The 
story is that of the fall of a young priest, 
and of the woman’s death. The descriptions 
of nature which incidentally occur are as full 
of poetry as is even the Introduction to the 
first series of M. Zola’s ‘Contes 4 Ninon,’ of 
which we have often spoken. We can say no 
more. 

‘Felicia’ is a fairly well-written book of the 
better modern fashion, analytic, introspective, 
artistic, and a trifle dull. The lady gives 
her name to the book, but the part she plays 
in it is subordinate to that of a morbid 
clergyman, who has unfrocked himself on 
conscientious grounds, and thenceforth is 
principally occupied with drifting into senti- 
mental relations with various friends of the 
softer sex. Strickland’s moody temperament 
seems only to become more or less gloomy 
under the annoying or refreshing influence of 
these successive flirtations; but his cold nature 
gives him a most unfair advantage over the 
ladies, who one and all fall madly in love 
with this man. Felicia, his earliest love, 
makes the mistake, when he fails to 
come forward as she expects, of marrying a 
“lustiger Musikante,” the musical dictator of 
a little German court, a graceless but not 
unamusing scoundrel, who neglects and cannot 
appreciate her. The German life is well de- 
scribed, and there is a good deal of character- 
drawing in the subdued tints at present 
fashionable, but we confess we find Strickland 
almost maddening. 

Miss Fisher's book is a return to the ‘ Lady 
Audley’ type of sensational novel, the heroine 
being one AXgeria Ffollett, a “beautiful fiend.” 





of most absurd and unpleasant character. In 
the first volume we find her in the position of 
daughter and heir-apparent to the reigning 
Squire of Shale, though she is as little as 
may be like an English gentlewoman. Her 
luxurious enjoyment of the good things of 
Shale is disturbed by the arrival of a cousin, 
Richard Fanshawe by name, who has, under 
the will of their common grandfather, a better 
claim to the inheritance than A®geria’s father. 
The conversation in which Aigeria and Richard 
make acquaintance is a fair sample of the 
odious jargon made up of Americanisms and 
Gallicisms, mingled with English remarks 
which are intended to be epigrammatic, but 
are only jerky, in which the conversations 
throughout the book are generally maintained. 
Egeria, of course, succeeds in fascinating 
Richard, who is an unworldly and single- 
hearted sort of person, though she has no 
affection to give him, her love being already 
bestowed upon Sir Mark, her cousin, with 
whom she hopes some day to reign at Shale. 
As a contribution to that end, she proposes to 
herself to poison Richard, but is prevented 
accidentally from doing so. Act the second 
shows us igeria living in poverty with her 
father, and undergoing a waiting engagement 
to Mark, who is too much a gentleman to with- 
draw from his suit when his lady’s fortunes 
have suffered a reverse. She is considerably 
chastened by misfortune, and her language is 
improved, while her devotion to her father 
gives us hopes that she is going to turn out 
something less unnatural than at first we 
feared would be the case. But at the end 
our hopes are dashed. Just when everything 
is going well, Richard having expressed his 
intention of restoring the property to his 
cousin by will, and being in a state of health 
convenient for a decent and edifying death by 
consumption in the modern form, /iQgeria 
commits the incredible folly of hastening his 
end by violence, and bringing all her plots 
and aspirations to a sudden and hopeless 
crash. Mark, who knows the secret, cannot 
marry her: it turns out that he and not 
Ageria benefits by Richard’s will ; and while 
the rest of the family make the usual matri- 
monial and other arrangements, she has her- 
self to withdraw to the Continent to spend a 
life of solitude and remorse. Such is the 
outline of a story, conceived, to our thinking, 
in the worst spirit of sensational absurdity. 
It is fair, however, to say that, in spite of the 
vulgarity of much of the book, the execution 
is, in some respects, better than the plot. We 
carry away a distinct idea of several of the 
personages, all of whom are more lifelike 
than the impossible heroine; and there are 
occasional gleams of shrewdness of observa- 
tion which show the author to be capable of 
a better work than this. 

Mr. Collins's pretty title suits what, on the 
whole, is a pretty enough book. At any rate, 
taken cum grano salis (rather a large one), as 
all Mr. Collins’s readers know how to take 
him, it is a pleasant relief after pedantry or 
sensationalism. The style is less aggressive 
than in much of our author's writing, and his 
occasional verses are as clever as ever. 

The hero of ‘Hereditary Bondsmen’ 
bears some similarity to Alton Locke, 
“tailor and poet,” inasmuch as he is a young 
man of the working classes, with marked 
political tendencies, and with acquirements 
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above the average of his social equals. Warren 
Harrick’s, however, is a more energetic character 
than that of his prototype. Earnest, indus- 
trious, possessed of a skill which attests his 
devotion to his own semi-artistic employment, 
he yet finds time to make himself a good 
speaker, a good thinker, a scholar, and a 
gentleman, whose somewhat exceptional talents 
and ‘energies are devoted to the improvement 
of his own class mainly by the principle of 
“combination.” We are left a little in doubt 
as to the author’s opinions on many points 
connected with Harrick’s political and social 
“Screed.” Upon the whole, we should think 
that, while sympathizing with Harrick’s cha- 
racter and aspirations, essentially bold and 
unselfish as they are, and at the same time 
thoroughly gentle and inoffensive, he considers 
his views to be, to some extent at least, 
visionary and theoretical. Luckily, the novel- 
ist has a right to rescue his erring friends 
at the last moment, even if he cannot con- 
scientiously make their principles triumph ; 
and we think we see Mr. De Liefde’s own 
bias in the words,—‘“ And so Authority, 
that had laid its heavy hand upon him, with- 
drew him from the heavier and less merciful 
hand of Anarchy, and shielded him.” How- 
ever this may be, the reader, with the author, 
must certainly take pleasure in the rescue of 
Harrick, and must rejoice that, at least as far 
as he is concerned, the struggle will not be 
“all in vain.” The characters of ‘ Here- 
ditary Bondsmen’ are marked and consistent. 
The opening pages are, perhaps, a little dull and 
colourless, but the interest increases as we go 
on, and the dénotéiment is really exciting. 
The author, while constructing his own story 
with undoubted originality, has an easy and 
natural way of introducing topics and questions 
of the day, and knows how to touch upon 
legal points—the shibboleth of modern novelists 
—without laying himself open to hostile 
criticism. We shall hope to meet Mr. De 
Liefde again. In the mean time, we will not 
destroy the reader's pleasure by revealing the 
incidents of the novel now before us. 








Transactions of the American Philological 
Association, 1873. (Published by the Asso- 
ciation.) 

Tuis little volume fully supports the character 
for sound and original work which has been 
won by its predecessors. Its contents are 
nearly all good; it is unpretentious in form, 
without any deficiency either of type or 
paper; in all these respects it might be an 
example to similar Transactions published in 
other countries. 

The first paper is by Mr. F. D. Allen, ‘On 
the Epic Forms of Verbs in aw.’ Starting from 
the open forms (such as épdac@a:), which used 
to be explained as the results of pulling pacar 
out, and are still so explained in more than 
one of our editions of Homer, but which 
clearly ought to be regarded as assimilated 
forms of uncontracted verbs (épdera)—start- 
ing from this view, he explains the apparently 
irregular lengthenings, sometimes of the cha- 
racteristic, sometimes of the connecting vowel. 
There can be little doubt that the first 
lengthening is due to the lost y; about the 
other there is more uncertainty. The view 
here maintained is that of Curtius, namely, 
that we have misplacement’ of quantity ; but 





Curtius’s own arguments are dismissed as 
inconclusive, and others are given in their 
place, which are acute and scholarlike, No 
regard is paid in this article to the view 
(advocated in England by Messrs. Roby and 
Peile) that differed from o rather in quality 
than in quantity, as Jaw differs from /o in 
English, a view which would modify some of 
the conclusions here given. But it has not 
yet been shown that the changes discussed 
can be explained throughout on physiological 
principles. 

Prof. E. W. Evans continues his Cymric 
studies. Many valuable suggestions are made 
on sound principles; and nowhere are such 
more needed than in Cymric philology. A 
good specimen is the identification of nawn, 
afternoon, with Sanskrit (and primitive) navan, 
nine, instead of with nona (hora ), which is 
impossible, because 6 passes into Welsh wu. 
Just so dawn, a gift, is not for donum, but 
represents the original dana. By such studies 
as these some progress may be made in 
solving that which at present stands as an 
almost insuperable difficulty for comparative 
philologers in the employment of Welsh, the 
difficulty of knowing which words are truly 
derived directly from the original Indo- 
European language, and which are borrowed 
from the Latin. Keltic receives further notice 
from the late Prof. Hadley, whose early and 
lamented death has been so great a loss to 
scholarship. His paper is reprinted from his 
rough notes; it criticizes Koch’s treatment of 
the Keltic element in English. Koch’s book 
is so valuable, and, on the whole, so much 
better than any other English grammar, that 
we regret to be obliged to agree with Prof. 
Hadley. He shows that many words which 
Koch considers to be Keltic have congeners in 
Teutonic languages, whilst others are sus- 
piciously destitute of Keltic kindred. Cer- 
tainly, when we find no corresponding term 
in the sister dialects, it is rash to infer a 
Keltic origin for an English word because it 
is found in Welsh, or Irish, or Gaelic alone; 
exact correspondence both of sound and 
sense does not prove that such an English 
word is borrowed from the Keltic: it is just 
as likely that the Kelts borrowed it from the 
English ; and more likely when the formation 
of the word can be explained by the laws of 
the English language. 

Prof. W. W. Goodwin, whose book on the 
Greek Moods has, we are glad to see, been now 
recommended for the Classical Tripos at Cam- 
bridge, re-states his views on the difference of 
meaning which the different moods convey. 
These views are well known, and even slowly 
gaining acceptance in England ; namely, that 
the distinction between the indicative, subjunc- 
tive and optative-is not the difference between 
fact, probability, and possibility—a distinction 
which can be maintained only by such extenu- 
ation of contrary facts as robs it of all signifi- 
cance; but that they differ only in greater or 
less vividness of expression, the indicative 
being, of course, the most vivid of the three. 
The reason why this doctrine (which is given 
already in ‘ Moods and Tenses’) is given again 
here, is because Prof. Goodwin prefers a some- 
what simpler arrangement of the forms of con- 
ditional sentences than that of the second 
edition of his book. The general conditions 
(present and past) now appear as subdivisions 
of the particular conditions. This arrange- 





ment may be more logical, but we confess that 
we prefer that given in the book, because jt 
brings out more clearly the essential differencg 
between general and particular conditions, 
which as yet is far from being so widely 
understood as its importance demands. No 
English writers of Greek grammars, as far ag 
we are aware, have at present adopted it. 

Perhaps the most important paper is written 
by Prof. F. A. March, ‘ On Recent Discussions 
of Grimm’s Law.’ He discusses especially 
Mr. Sweet’s theory. The ordinary view is 
that the first of the three sets of changes was 
the change of the aspirates into sonant letters, 
the evanescent breath, which constitutes the 
difference between the two classes, being 
dropped ; and that the other changes were then 
made to obviate the confusion of two different 
classes of sounds. Instead of this, Mr. Sweet 
postulates (in order to account for some facts 
of the Low German languages) a primitive 
German speech in which the original sonants 
and surds had interchanged, but the aspirates 
(or spirants) remained as they were. From 
this (to take the dental series) in Low German, 
d changed to dh, and dh to d, ¢ remaining un- 
changed ; these new sounds then passed in High 
German, dh into d, ¢ into th, d into ¢, orremained 
asd, Against this scheme, Prof. March adduces 
several arguments, the most cogent of which 
to our mind is that the assumed interchange 
of ¢ and d in the parent German speech is 
motiveless, and almost. inconceivable. He 
also, we think, rightly impugns Mr. Sweet's 
belief that in England, at the time of Alfred, 
there was but one dental spirant, the sonant 
dh, principally because but one symbol (p or 
%) occurs in old manuscripts, some having the 
one symbol, and some the other. Against Mr. 
Sweet, setting aside special points, this general 
argument seems forcible ; as Prof. March well 
says, “ most languages have not distinguished 
the surd and sonant sounds of the spirants so 
carefully as those of the mutes ;-s is the most 
universal spirant, and one character for it 
generally does duty, both as a surd and a 
sonant consonant, so does thin English, so 
did f in Anglo-Saxon, and so did thorn in 
Gothic and Anglo-Saxon.” 

Abstracts of other papers are given in a brief 
summary of the proceedings of the Session at 
which these were read. Some of these are 
sufficiently long to be interesting, and we may 
be permitted to regret that they were not 
printed in extenso, in lieu of a few of those 
which are fully reported.

‘Toe Orp Mayor Hovsgz’ is a story of love, 
which “Stood upon the choice of friends,” and 
brought in its train despair and death. After the 
falsehood of his betrothed,—who, in obedience to her 
father’s injunctions, marries her cousin,—the hero, 
a soldier, throws up his commission, visits every 
part of the habitable globe, and returns in time to 
plant “ wild kisses” upon the corpse of the woman 
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he had regarded as his. There is some animation 
in the descriptions, and the verse has a pleasant 
it. The whole comes, however, like an echo of 
qell-remembered poems, recalling in turns ‘The 
Haunted House,’ ‘Maud,’ and half a score other 
scarcely less familiar productions. Similar in 
uality are the shorter poems which follow, the 
pest of them telling, with some tenderness, stories 
of affection, misplaced or misprized. Of the author 
it may be said :— 
She carries with her an infectious grief 
That strikes all her beholders ; she will sing 
The mournfull’st things that ever ear hath heard, 
And sigh and sing again. And when the rest 
Of our young ladies in their wanton blood 
Tell mirthful tales in course, that fill the room 
With laughter, she will with so sad a look 
Bring forth a story of the silent death 
Of some forsaken maiden. 
These lines, we need scarcely say, are from Beau- 
mont and Fletcher, and not fromthe author, whose 
style at her best may be judged from the following 
extract :— 
0 dear old windew!—never more the red and purple lights, 
that stray 
Through your dim panes upon the floor on sunny summer- 
night, will lay 
Soft rainbows on her glossy hair and the white dress she used 
to wear! 


Those panes the ivy used to scratch—I hear it now when I’m 

A Benne martlets used to hatch their young ones in the sculp- 
tured stone ; 

Those warm slabs were the bloodhound’s bed, with fine yew- 
needles carpeted. 

The missel-thrushes used to search there for the berries as they 

On that high twig, at morn, would perch a sby and shivering 

eonaie ion sweep of furzy brake, we used to watch it thrill 
and shake. 

Much of the verse is devotional in character. 

Mr. Colman’s verses first saw the light, as we 
presume, in the United States. The subjects are 
frequently connected with America ; and the poem 
which gives its name to the volume treats of the 
adventures of Columbus. Some introductory lines 
prefixed to “ the English edition” refer to the old 
country in exceedingly amiable and flattering terms. 
Old-fashioned stanzas and forms of metre are used 
with no great success. The serious verses are not 
higher than those which most writers of prose 
fashion and forget, and the lighter efforts are 
scarcely up to the level of those which support our 
so-called comic periodicals. 

Mr. Butler’s ‘Charles the First’ has the fault 
common to most modern tragedies, of being in 
style and treatment too close an imitation of recog- 
nized models. It gives a fairly animated picture 
of civil broils, and it is impartial in its treatment 
of historical characters. Among its recommen- 
dations cannot, however, be counted dramatic 
force or poetical fire. 

In all the annals of Arctic romance there is 
probably no story better known than the history 
of William Barentz and his companions’ sojourn on 
Novai Zemblai, during the winter of 1596-7 ; but 
it was surely in an evil hour that “H. Tollens” 
determined to put the narrative into rhyme ; and 
still less lucky was the impulse which tempted Mr. 
Young to translate the Hollander’s lucubrations 
into verse. We shall not dwell on the new bard’s 
geography, although he does seem to imagine that 
the Indus and India are one and the same 
thing. Geography there is none in the “poem,” 
and the less the better. Of Mr. Tollens we 
know nothing; but it is only our duty to inform 
his translator that to speak of a bearskin cap as 
a “laurel crown reaped in the fight” is to use a 
somewhat confused metaphor, and that the follow- 
ing verses, by no means the worst in his thirty-two 
pages, are not poetry :— 

‘* My comrades, come,” he cries! “courageously the foe attack, 
Together let us haste to kill, or quickly drive them back ; 


For here is powder, lead, with guns and arms of every kind, 
_ _ the roof and shoot all those within our reach we 
nd.” 


The reader will please to remember that these 
fine lines are spent on some bears that come 
prowling around the sailor’s hut ;—of which, by 
the way, a ludicrous description is given in some- 
thing that seems intended for blank verse. Or, 
again, here is more about his ursine majesty :— 





A helpless wretch he darts upon, and off with his jaws ; 
They, shudd’ring, all start up! Aro , as if from fearful 


Aghast they starearound. The night is raw. There is no gleam 
Of Moon. They grope to find what makes their hearts so 
quick to throb. 


And soon. Mr. Young’s slim octavo may be very 
“ seasonable,” but, on the whole, we still prefer 
to derive our knowledge of the voyage of the 
famous Pilot of the States General of Holland 
from the quaint pages of Gerrit van Veer. 

Mr. Percy Greg is a poet with opinions. The 
“TInterleaves” are, for é. most part, concerned 
with religious, political, or philosophical questions. 
Mr. Greg has views on such matters, and puts 
them into verse neatly and agreeably, being, we 
take him, a Tory politician, a Liberal religionist, 
and an artistic philosopher. Under the title of 
‘The Lost Cause’ he has produced some lyrics 
touching the American civil war, in which the sym- 

athy of the reader is enlisted in favour of the 

outh and its leaders. Among ‘ Definitions,’ we 
have one of a “Conservative”; another of a 
“Radical”; a third of a “ Liberal,” and a fourth of 
“The People.” We quote the last— 
What are the people? The good men and true 
Whocheerme. What’sthe mob? Why, the fools that cheer you. 
What’s a patriot? A traitor whose treason prevails. 
And what is a traitor? A patriot who fails. 

The author of ‘ Varieties in Verse’ possesses a 
genuine fund of poetic feeling, and is no mean 
master of the forms of poetic expression, but he 
nowhere rises to the height of his subject. His 
most ambitious poems are those entitled ‘ A Vision 
of Man’ and ‘ Death the Merciful.’ Such themes 
would furnish the real poet with sure means for 
the exhibition of his highest art; but in our author’s 
hands they are so meagrely treated, as to be in- 
capable of producing any profound effect upon the 
reader. There are some good verses in the initial 
poem, ‘ The Power of Nature.’ 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


From the fact that the author of Rough Notes 
of Journeys made in 1868-1873 has been every- 
where in the world, and that he speaks of “social 
evil establishments,” we suppose that he is an 
American. If he is not he ought to be, and should 
ve admitted to naturalization without delay. His 
book is without arrangement and without index ; 
is, in short, a mere bald traveller’s diary. We 
have tested its accuracy by carefully examining 
many passages relating to very different countries, 
and can certify that he has been in all the places 
he describes, and with his eyes open, but he does 
not possess the power of describing what he has 
seen. Messrs. Triibner & Co. are the publishers. 


Summer Days in Auvergne, by H. de K., may 
be by a lady, who speaks of “ my wife” for con- 
cealment sake, but may also be by a clergyman 
from a quiet parish. e can best give an idea of 
its somewhat primitive style by saying that the 
author describes Folkestone, Boulogne, Paris, 
and a French railway station. Those going to 
Auvergne may take the book along with their 
guide-book, but will not find much in it. The 
publishers are Messrs, Bentley & Son. 


Messrs. Coapman & Hatt send us a trans- 
lation of Herr F. Spielhagen’s Village Coquette. 
It is an exciting and, indeed, somewhat sensational 
story; and many English readers will, we have 
little doubt, be glad of this opportunity of be- 
coming acquainted with the writings of, perhaps, 
the first of living German novelists. 

Tue second edition of Col. Yule’s Marco Polo 
need not be formally reviewed by us, but it may be 
as well to mention a few particulars concerning it 
which are of general interest. The work is greatly 
enlarged, and has received some polish. The title- 
page, many illustrations and maps, and a large 
number of pages containing important matter, are 
wholly new. We may allude to one particular, as 
an example of many others, on which we might 
dilate did we re-notice the work. The title-page 
is in very good taste, although in strict imitation 
of a medizeval style. On one part of it we see the 
arms of Marco Polo, on the other those of his 





lish editor ; in the centre of the page we havea 
capital engraving of Marco Polo’s return to Venice 
after many long years of travel in the East ; Marco 
Polo and two followers, in fantastic Chinese cos- 
tumes, batter at the door of Polo’s own house; the 
Venetian mob presses round the quaint figures 
of the travellers ; Marco Polo’s own family and 
domestics lean out of windows over the doorway, 
shouting, and gesticulating angrily, at the strange 
visitors, bidding them to depart. There could be 
no better frontispiece for such a book, which is of 
interest, weird and wild and wonderful, equally 
capable of fascinating a profound scholar and a 
little child. Mr. Murray is the publisher. 


Unner the title of The Parish Net, How it’s 
Dragged, and What it Catches, Mr. G. C. T. 
Bartley sends us a volume dedicated to the “ Rate- 
payers of England,” and published by Messrs. 
Chapman & Hall. It tells the life of a poor family 
in the form of a little novel. 


Messrs. StanrorpD publish Fiji, by Mr. J. H. 
De Ricci, which is a volume giving, in a rather d 
shape, a great deal of information about Fiji, © 
chiefly compiled from Blue-books and from the 
works of Commodore Wilkes and Dr. Seemann. 


Messrs. Teca have published some interesting 
“ Fac-similes” of the signatures of the great Napo- 
leon. It is a pity the letter-press accompanying 
them is so full of mistakes and misprints. 


From the same publishers we have received a 
new issue of Sir David Brewster’s Life of New- 
ton. It has been edited by Mr. Lynn, of the 
Greenwich Observatory ; and the text followed is 
mainly that of the edition of 1831, which formed 
part of “The Family Library.” We praised the 
book when it first appeared (Athen. Nos. 201 and 
203), and we are glad to welcome it in its new 
shape, especially as Mr. Lynn has incorporated the 
most important additions and corrections to be 
found in the two volumes published by Sir David 
in 1855. 

Lapy Cuatrerton has prepared for private 
circulation a translation of some extracts from 
Aristotle’s writings. The selections are from the 
Ethics, Metaphysics, Politics, Physics, Rhetoric, and 
Poetics. We cannot accept all Lady Chatterton’s 
renderings—indeed, as she has not shrunk from 
the task of grappling with some most disputed 
passages, it was not likely that we should; but in 
these days, when so few men even glance at the 
great thinkers of antiquity, we feel a warm admira- 
tion for a woman who follows the example of 
Lady Jane Grey. Lady Chatterton has already 
given proof of her love for Greek 7 by 
rendering into English portions of Plato, and we 
are glad that she has since turned her attention 
to Aristotle, indisputably “the true founder of 
science,” to quote Lady Chatterton’s quotation 
from the letter of “‘a learned friend,” a friend 
who, if we are not mistaken as to his identity, is 
not more distinguished for learning than for the 
influence he has exercised over modern thought. 
Messrs. Masters & Co. have printed Lady Chatter- 
ton’s neat little volume. 


Mr. Nort sends us a sensible pamphlet, by 
Mr. R. H. Quick, on The First Steps in Teaching 
a Foreign Language. The paper was originally 
a lecture delivered at the College of Preceptors.

I ruink I may possibly give Capt. Burton some 
information about “a firm styling itself the London 
Publishing Company ”; but whether it is the iden- 
tical London Publishing Company to which Capt. 
Burton refers, he will, of course, judge for himself. 
Early last year application was made to me by a 
London tradesman to aid him in resisting a claim 
brought under the following circumstances :—“ The 
London Publishing Company (West-End Office, 
20, Regent Street),” represented by one F. H. 
Greer, had made application for an advertisement 
to be inserted in a certain ‘American Guide to 
Europe.’ ~The tradesman, takenin by the outward 
resemblance of this guide in every single particular 
to another, known as Appleton’s ‘ American Guide 
to Europe,’ signed a contract note to pay F. H. 
Greer a sum of money “ on production of the proof 
sheet” of the advertisement. In due time it leaked 
out that Greer’s Guide was not the guide into 
which the tradesman supposed his advertisement 
was going, and he refused to pay on the contract. 
An action was brought by fH. Greer in the 
Westminster County Court for the recovery of the 
amount said to be due, and the Judge, finding 
little hesitation in saying the contract had been 
obtained by fraud, nonsuited the plaintiff. Mr. 
Greer’s ‘American Guide to Europe’ is now by 
me. Outwardly it is the exact counterpart of 
Appleton’s ‘ American Guide to Europe,’ and would 
take in any one; whilst on the back of its title- 
page is the notification that it has been “ entered 
according to Act of Congress by the London and 
New York Publishing Company, Limited, in the 
office of the Librarian of Congress at Washington.” 
I may add, that the “ London Publishing Company, 
Limited (West-End Office, 20, Regent Street),” 
represented by F. H. Greer, is at issue with a large 
number of respectable Continental hotel-keepers 
concerning the payment of claims for advertising, 
raised under the like circumstances as above de- 
tailed. All this is a little beside the point raised 
in Capt. Burton’s application ; but it may aid him, 
perhaps, to form some judgment as to the likelihood 
of getting his notes returned. 

At my elbow is an elegantly gotten-up work, 
whereof the following is the title, ‘English Bio- 
graphy and English Mansions: a Drawing-Room 
Portrait Gallery of Prominent Englishmen of the 
Present Century. Beautifully Illustrated with 
fine Engravings and Autotypes of their Country 
Seats by the finest Engravers in the Kingdom, and 
with Memoirs by the most Eminent Authors.’ The 
publishers are “The London Publishing Company 
(West-End Office, 20, Regent Street).” I happen 
to know, from having received the honour of an 
offer to become contributor to the pages of this 
grand work, that F. H. Greer represented the 
London Publishing Company here also. Capt. 
Burton’s “biographical notes, photograph, and 
other matters,’ are, I have no doubt, safe in 
America, along with F. H. Greer, who, with the 
London Publishing Company, “ vacated” the West- 
End Office, 20, Regent Street, on the name of F. H. 
Greer appearing in the public prints as a bankrupt. 
Mr. Greer was last heard of in Washington, D.C. 
But perhaps Capt. Burton’s notes are safer in 
America than in the pages of “ English Biography.”

THE SITE OF PISGAH. 


Tue Third “Statement” of the American Society 
for the Exploration of Palestine has just been 
issued. It will be remembered that a division of 
work was agreed upon between the London and the 
New York Committees, the latter undertaking as 
their special province the whole of the country 
east of Jordan,—a region less interesting than 
Western Palestine from a Biblical point of view, 
but probably far richer in archeology. The first 
expedition, under Lieut. Steever, of the United 
States Engineer Corps, was broken up by the 
return of the officer in command. No report of 
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his work in Moab has yet appeared. Prof. Paine 
remained behind, and apparently, for personal 
details are conspicuous by their absence, wandered 
about alone. The pamphlet just issued is one, 
and, we presume, the chief result of his. travels. 
From an incidental statement in a note, it would 
seem that the journey he describes took place in 
the spring of 1873. 

The Report is wholly devoted to the arguments 
with which Mr, Paine endeavours to establish the 
identification of Pisgah. His proposed site, how- 
ever, is not quite new. The name of Nebo was 
included in the list made by Dr. Eli Smith in 
1838. Jebel Neba was visited in 1861 by M. De 
Saulcy, who does not seem to have ascended it. 
The Ducde Luynes campedat the Ayun Musa in the 
spring of 1864 ; and M. Lartet, who was with him, 
has given a sketch showing the geological features 
of the Dead Sea and the valley of the Jordan 
taken from Jebel Neba. The mountain was visited, 
and the name obtained, at the same time, by Canon 
Tristram, who describes his visit.in the ‘Land of 
Israel.’ Capt. Warren camped at Ayun Musa 
in 1867, and ascended Jebel Neba. Since then, 
the place has been visited by Prof. E. H. Palmer 
and Mr. Tyrwhitt Drake in 1870, by Dr. Tristram 
a second time in 1872, and by Dr. Porter in 1874. 
All these travellers, except, perhaps, Capt. 
Warren, accepted Jebel Neba as Nebo, and Dr. 
Porter found the very site advocated by Prof. 
Paine. He called attention to it by name (Jebel 
Siaghah) in a recent number of the Family 
Treaswry (March, 1875). This paper, of course, 
Mr. Paine would not have seen. 

On the assumption that Jebel Neba is the 
veritable Nebo, the American explorer visited in 
turn every peak and headland belonging to the 
mountain, in the endeavour to find one which 
would entirely fulfil the conditions required, viz., 
a view which will include “ all the land of Gilead, 
unto Dan, and all Naphthali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all the land of Judah, 
unto the utmost sea, and the South, and the plain 
_of the valley of Jericho unto Zoar.” The views 
from Shefa Neba (the “Crest” of Nebo) and from 
Jebel Neba proved to be interrupted in one or other 
essential points. There remained the lower head- 
lands, which, by their advanced position, command 
a more extensive view. These are called col- 
lectively Jebel Siaghah. In this name Mr. Paine 
sees a corruption and survival of the ancient 
Pisgah. He describes the view from its summit, 
and claims for it an absolute fulfilment of all 
the requirements of the narrative. 

“The remarkable character of Jebel Sidghah as 
a jutting headland is apparent from all sides, from 
the north, from the plain below, from the south, 


_ and even from Jebel Nebd’ behind. It is the very 


place to be chosen for a look-out over ‘ the circle’ 
ofthe Jordan. In fact, there is no other place to 
go to for that view. The hills on the north are humble 
because their reduction began early; their views 
of the plain are partial and obstructed in the lower 
foreground of the east of the Jordan, an essential 
requirement in the prospect ; besides they lack the 
north and the south perspectives. The crestand sum- 
mit of Jebel Neba’ have proved wanting in indis- 
pensable particulars. The prospect from the last 
height of Jebel el-Maslibiyeh on the south would 
be equally magnificent, but it is removed one step 
farther south—it confronts the Dead Sea, and leaves 
the plain of the Jordan quite to the right in the 
landscape: it is remote, as well as of difficult, 
apparently altogether without, access from the 
valley of the river. The summit of Jebel en- 
Niifai‘iyeh is higher still than that of el-Miasli- 
biyeh; but the condition of elevation would require 
going on to Jebel “Attdruz, only the next height 
beyond, which has long been given up as Nebo.” 
The proposed identification rests, therefore, on 
two grounds: first, that the summit of Jebel 
Siaghah is the only spot whence Moses could have 
seen the whole of the Promised Land from Dan to 
the Negeb ; and, second, that the name of Pisgah 
lingers in the word Siaghah. Up to the present, 
Mr. Paine is responsible for both these propositions. 
The Report is accompanied by a small map, on 









a scale of two miles to an inch, taken from the 
survey work of Lieut. Steever ; but it is unfortunate 
that the map is not referred to in the letter-press, 
and it should have been on a larger scale, to bring 
out fully the points of the argument. 

The archzological notes in the Report will be 
read with, perhaps, greater interest than the argu- 
ments on the identification. At Kefr Abi Bedd 
was found a solid circle of rock, ten feet in 
diameter, sixteen inches thick : it stands upright 
on its edge ; on one side six feet out of the ground, 
on the other seven. Round it are the ruins of 
a building twenty-six feet square, built with 
bevelled stones. At Kharab el Mukhaiyat, where 
the ruins cover an acre of ground, another circular 
rock, resembling the first, but smaller, was found. 
It is now lying on one side. At Khirbet el 
Quwaijiyeh, a third disk was found, 64 feet in 
diameter, and 16 inchesin thickness. This stands 
upright in an east and west line. On the west 
side are lines which may have been letters or 
figures. No drawings seem yet to have been 
made of these singular disks. On the northern 
slope of Jebel Musa a half overturned dolmen 
was discovered : its roofslab, 11 ft. by 10 ft. 15 in. 
thick, was supported by several stones. An old 
road was found winding from the base of the hills 
to the top of Jebel Siaghah, which Prof. Paine too 
hastily assumes to have been that by which the 
Israelites descended to the plains. On the southern 
side of the range is a truncated cone of small 
stones, 130 ft. in diameter, and 25 ft. high. 
Among the upper valleys of the mountain on the 
northern slope is one scattered over with rude 
stone huts, each constructed of four large slabs, 
from six to ten feet long. ‘“ They stand with their 
edges in the ground, yet rise upright five feet 
above it. On top the cap-stone is always the 
largest and heaviest of all, being nearly as broad 
as long, and from one to three feet in thickness : 
it projects over sides and ends. The huts are 
between four and five feet wide, and as deep as 
the sides are long, excepting what little room is 
taken up by the end-stone. A single block, three 
feet deep, reaches from side to side, and affords a 
seat at the farther part of the dwelling. A num- 
ber of these cromlech-dolmens are overthrown, the 
blocks lying upon one another as they fell. Not 
a sign of hewing or preparation, beyond the rough 
straightening of edges, can be found about the 
stones, nor any trace of letters.” 

Finally, the ruins of a large temple were found 
on one of the summits of Jebel Siaghab, which 
Prof. Paine identifies with Beth Peor. All these 
remains will require careful and separate examina- 
tion. Mr. Paine’s Report would have been more 
valuable had it been accompanied by plans and 
sketches. It is unfortunate, too, that he found it 
necessary to go out of his way in order to attack a 
writer and traveller whose reputation, to say the 
least of it, is at present far beyond his own.

Riterary Gossip. 

AN important discovery of old official 
records has been made at the India Office. 
Whilst the Museum was being transferred to 
South Kensington, a large number of docu- 
ments turned up,—we believe, in a box sup- 
posed to contain nothing, or simply rubbish, 
—and these actually proved to be papers 
of considerable value relating to the affairs 
of the East India Company in Hindustan 
between the reigns of James the First and 
George the Second. This is a wonderful 
windfall for the India Museum authorities, 
and it is expected that the records dis- 
covered will throw much light upon the 
questionable transactions of the English in 
the East during a stormy period. It is sup- 
posed that amongst the documents, which are 
numerous, several important fac-similes, or 
even originals, of treaties with the principal 
Hindu and Mohammedan dynasties of the 
time will be found, which will afford a good 
deal of information about the historical en- 
tanglements of the period. 


THE article on Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice’s 
‘Lord Shelburne,’ in the new number of the 
Quarterly Review, isby Mr. Hayward ; that on 
‘Indian Missions’ is by the Rev. Dr. Caldwell, 
the well-known Orientalist. It is likely that the 
latter will be re-published as a pamphlet by 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, 
and be also disseminated by the Church 
Missionary Society, for all such bodies have 
greatly at heart the principal thesis which 
Dr. Caldwell supports, that Hindus who 
have turned Christians in India, have by no 
means morally deteriorated. Dr. Caldwell— 
an LL.D. for many years of Glasgow Univer- 
sity—was made the other day a D.D. of 
Durham by diploma—a step considered some- 
what rare, as Honorary D.D.s are much more 
common than D.D.s by diploma, It is under- 
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‘stood Dr. Caldwell will, if certain technical 
difficulties can be removed, be shortly ap- 
pointed to be the first bishop of a new Indian 
See, where he will have control over many of 
the chief Hindu pastorates of Southern India. 


Ata recent meeting of the Royal Asiatic 
Society’s Council, Sir Edward Colebrooke was 
appointed President for the ensuing year, in 
the room of Sir Bartle Frere, who has been 
obliged to resign from pressure of official 
work, and especially because he will have to 
accompany, in a few months, the Prince of 
Wales to India. Sir Bartle Frere, however, 
remains on the Council as a member. Mr. 
James Fergusson is elected as one of the Vice- 
Presidents. The Council has been strengthened 
by the introduction of several names well 
known in literary and scientific circles. 


Mr. HatxiweE t lately addressed a letter 
to the Mayor of Stratford, in which he said :— 

“The estate of New Place is at present vested 
in myself absolutely, with merely a declaration 
that it is to be preserved for the use of the public. 
This may be all very well so long as I have health 
and strength. ... but, in the event of my decease, 
inconvenient legal complications might arise. ... 
It was pro , in the first instance, to transfer 
the estate absolutely to the Corporation, of course, 
with stringent conditions that the grounds were 
never on any occasion to be used for building 
purposes, or for any kind of entertainments or 
sports, but exclusively as gardens on the site of 
and as memorials of Shakspeare’s own gardens, 
and also with the guarantee that they were to be 
kept for ever in proper order. The Corporation, 
as you are probably aware, declined to receive the 
estate subject to those conditions. After long 
considerations and consultations with some of the 
leading subscribers to the fund, there appears to 
be only one safe course to be now pursued in the 
matter, namely, to transfer the legal estate of the 
property to the Corporation, vesting its manage- 
ment in the hands of the trustees of the Birthplace, 
who would then have the control of two properties 
of an exactly analogous character. It is very 
desirable that this scheme should be brought before 
the trustees of the Birthplace at their next meet- 
ing, on May the 5th. As the Corporation liberally 
contributed 100/. to the New Place Fund, it would 
be uncourteous to them not to solicit their opinion 
on the subject.” 
—The Corporation, we are glad to hear, at a 
meeting held last week, have unanimously 
fallen in with the views of this letter. 


Mr. WattER BESANT is engaged on a life 
of Coligny.

THE Monthly List of Parliamentary Papers 
for March was issued on the 19th current. It 
would much facilitate reference to these im- 
portant publications if greater promptitude 
were used in the preparation of the lists, 
The number in question comprises four Reports 
and Papers for 1874, and sixty for 1875. 
Amongst the latter, the Estimates for the 
Civil Services for the year ending 31st March, 
1876, comprise eight classes, issued in one 
volume, but also to be obtained separately. 
The greater number of the papers reflect 
the practical work of a quiet session; the 
Accounts of the Metropolitan Water Com- 
panies for the year 1873, the Correspond- 
ence on Seal-Fishing, the Eighth Annual 
Report of the Enclosure Commission (Me- 
tropolitan Commons), and the Report on the 
Frescoes in the Houses of Parliament, will 
each interest a special portion of the public. 
The Bills are thirty-three. The Public Health 





Bill, the Explosive Substance Bill, and the 
Land Titles and Transfer Bill, are the most 
important, at all events, in bulk. The Dover 
Pier and Harbour Bill and the Dean Forest 
and Hundred of St. Briavel’s Bill have con- 
siderable local interest. The Papers by Com- 
mand are twenty-nine. Here we find the 
Agricultural Statistics of Ireland for 1874; 
Reports on Railway Accidents; Papers and 
Correspondence relative to the fitting out of 
the Arctic Expedition, and Chart to accom- 
pany the same ; Appendix to second and final 
Report of the Labour Laws Commission ; 
Reports of the Tithes Commission, the Inclo- 
sure, and the Copyhold Commission ; and Col- 
lection of Laws, Ordinances, and Regulations 
relating to Monastic and Conventual Institu- 
tions in Foreign Countries. 


THE annual “ Return” describing the pro- 
gress and condition of the British Museum has 
been issued. The total number of visitors to 
the whole of the collections has been, during 
the official year 1874, nearly 602,000, against 
576,000 odd in the previous year. Every de- 
partment of the Museum has been enriched 
by additions, and the energy of the Trustees 
and officials has been richly rewarded by the 
acquisition of almost countless objects of in- 
terest. We may take an early opportunity 
of publishing our usual summary of this im- 
portant Return, the sole official document of 
its kind issued during the year. In a court- 
yard immediately adjoining the Elgin Room, 
we may add, excavations are going on, in order 
to the erection of a large warming apparatus, 
including boilers of capacity. This is not 
exactly the site we should choose for such 
dangerous works; and we trust the walls of 
the Elgin room are stout enough to resist a 
possible explosion. It would be an unfortu- 
nate sequel to the extensive and long-continued 
drying operations which the pictures at South 
Kensington have, to their irreparable injury, 
undergone, if the British Museum authorities 
contrived to blow up the Elgin Marbles. 


Mr. GAIRDNER is getting on rapidly with 
the printing of the third volume of the ‘ Paston 
Letters,’ and has nearly completed this 
portion of his task. The new volume will 
contain many documents of interest which 
the learned editor has brought to light in the 
course of his researches. It may be expected 
shortly. 


A votumE of photographs, from portraits 
painted by Sir Henry Raeburn, R.A., which 
has been for some time in preparation, will 
soon be in the hands of the public. Amongst 
the portraits contained in the book are those 
of Sir Walter Scott, Home (the author of 
‘ Douglas’), Mrs. Hamilton (the authoress of 
‘ The Cottagers of Glenburnie’), Dugald Stew- 
art, Sir David Baird, and others. Biographical 
sketches will accompany the portraits. Amongst 
the writers of this literary portion of the work 
occur the names of Dr. John Brown (author 
of ‘Rab and his Friends’), Dr. Donaldson 
(Rector of the High School, Edinburgh), and 
Sir Henry Moncrieff. 

Mr. THomas JoNngss, the librarian of Chet- 
ham’s College, Manchester, has just issued, at 
the instance of the Feoffees of that Institution, 
an appeal to literary men and publishers, sug- 
gesting the eligibility of Chetham’s College as 
a depository for their publications. The Col- 


lege and the library attached to it were founded,

as our readers are well aware, in the reign of 
Charles the Second, by Humphrey Chetham, 
and it is presumed that the library was the 
first Free Public Library in Europe. Chet. 
ham’s hospital and library were incorporated 
by a Royal Charter in the year 1665. The 
library now contains about 38,000 volumes, 
It appears that, although the endowment is 
large, the funds are not sufficient to obtain all 
the books that the Feoffees consider necessary, 
and hence the present appeal is made. 


Pror. AurrEcHT, who has for some time 
occupied the chair of Sanskrit at Edinburgh, 
has been offered and accepted the Sanskrit 
Professorship at the German University at 
Strasbourg. The emolument he will there 
receive will, it is understood, be less than that 
he has received at Edinburgh. There seems 
to be astrong probability of Dr. Eggeling, the 
present Secretary of the Royal Asiatic Society, 
succeeding Prof. Aufrecht.

THE Society of Booksellers of Edinburgh 
dined together recently at their annual meet- 
ing. Upwards of fifty members and guests 
were present, the guests including the Lord 
Provost of Edinburgh, and many gentlemen 
connected with literature and art. The Society 
was founded in 1792. We are sorry to hear of 
the death of the Treasurer of the Society, Mr. 
Robert Walker, of the firm of Bell & Bradfute, 
booksellers and publishers, Edinburgh, the 
oldest firm of publishers in that city, and 
with which Mr. Walker has been connected 
for nearly half a century, for many years as sole 
surviving partner. A service of plate had just 
been presented to him by the Society. 


Messrs. CLARK announce a translation of 
Caspari’s ‘Chronological and Geographical 
Introduction to the Life of Christ.’ It will 
contain the latest additions of the author, and 
will be edited by the Rev. Maurice J. Evans. 
The geographical element is a feature hitherto 
not prominent in “ Chronologies” of the Life 
of Christ. 

WE are indebted to the Herts Guardian 
for the following quotation from Sam Slick, 
which furnishes a happy precedent for the 
manner in which the Edinburgh jury arrived 
at their verdict in favour of Mr. T. B. 
Johnston :— 

“You are called upon, sir,” says the judge, “as 
a talisman; take your seat in the box, and be 
silent.”—“ If I must,” says I, “I do suppose I 
must ; but I don’t like the office, and I don’t 
believe I’ve got a marker about me ; but if you’ve 
a piece of chalk about you you could give me, or 
lend me an old pencil, I'll try to cypher it as well 
as I can, and do my possibles to give you satisfac- 
tion, my lord.”—“ What are you atalkin’ about, 
sir?” said he. “ What do you mean by such non- 
sense ?”—“ Why,” says I, “my lord, I’ve been 
told that in this country, and, indeed, I know it 
is the practice all over ourn, for the jury to chalk, 
that is, every man chalks down on the wall his 
vote ; one man ten pounds, one twenty, another 
thirty, and another five pounds, and so on; and 
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then they add them all up, and divide by twelve, 
and that makes the vardict. Now, if I’m to be 
talysman,” says I, “and keep count, I ‘ll chalk it 
gs straight as a boot-jack.” The judge throwed 
himself back in his chair, and turnin’ to the 
sheriff, says he, “Is it possible, Mr, Sheriff, that 
such an abominable practice as this exists in this 
country, or that people, under the solemn obliga- 
tion of an oath, can conduct themselves with so 
much levity as to make their vardict depend upon 
chance, and not upon reason? If I was to know 
an instance of the kind,” said he,—and he looked 
pattle, murder, and sudden death,—“I’d both 
fine and imprison the jury.” 

—Unluckily, verdicts do not always depend 
upon reason in England any more than in 
Scotland. Mr. Whitaker, of the Bookseller, 
has just been condemned to pay fifty 
pounds for a simple typographical blunder 
—a blunder such as no printer can hope 
always to avoid; and we should have 
imagined the plaintiffs would have known, 
from their own experience, how errors creep 
in in defiance of the greatest care. We have 
lately been told the Edinburgh publishers 
are so dissatisfied with the verdict given 
against us, that the 1,275/. would be sub- 
scribed in Edinburgh if we would accept the 
money. We are much obliged for the offer, 
but we must adhere to our resolution of pay- 
ing the damagés ourselves. 

WE are glad to hear that an Italian trans- 
lation of Miss Arabella Georgina Campbell’s 
biography of Paolo Sarpi, originally pub- 
lished at Florence in 1869, has made its 
appearance simultaneously at Turin, Florence, 
and Rome.

THE vast materials towards a thesaurus of 
the Malay language, collected by the late 
Mr. H. Von Dewall, have been entrusted to 
Dr. H. N. Van der Tunk, who has just brought 
out the first part, comprising the letter A. In 
his hands the plan of the work is undergoing 
considerable modifications. By carefully avoid- 
ing all useless repetitions, such as are caused 
by the various ways in which Malay words are 
spelled, he has reduced the bulk of the first 
fasciculus alone from 877 pages to 176. We 
may thus hope to see this work, which 
reflects credit on the enlightened liberality 
of the Dutch Colonial Office, accomplished in 
our lifetime, which it would be vain to have 
expected had the original plan been adhered to. 


Amone the heroes and Minnesingers of 
Tyrol, through whom the history of the thir- 
teenth century became conspicuous, Walther 
von der Vogelweide holds a prominent place. 
His memory is dear, not only to his country- 
men and to Austrians generally, but also 
to Germans everywhere, for, as his song 
“Deutschlands Lob” exemplifies, he could 
sing as heartily in praise of the Vaterland 
as of his native mountains. His poems 
(Gedichte), edited by the erudite Karl Lach- 
mann, have passed through four editions, and 
with their humorous and adventurous inci- 
dents, their high-wrought sentiment and 
touches of joy and sadness, are well known to 
readers of the old-world poetry. And the 
dispute that has for some years prevailed con- 
cerning his birthplace may be taken as further 
evidence of renown. The question was ulti- 
mately settled in favour of Layen, a mountain 
hamlet high above Waidbruck, a small station 
on the Brenner Railway, and last autumn a 
gathering of learned professors, of literary and 
other noteworthy personages, and large num- 
bers of the peasantry, was held in that remote 
spot, to inaugurate a tablet to the memory of 
Walther von der Vogelweide. From this, as 
a preliminary, the committee of management 
are desirous to proceed to the erection of a 
bust or statue in honour of the famous Minne- 
singer in Bozen, the last town on the southern 
border of Tyrol where the German tongue 
prevails, There, on the frontier of two lan- 
guages, they would set up a memorial to be 
seen by the many who will never climb to the 
hamlet on the mountains, Their appeal for 
aid has been made known throughout Austria 
and Germany, and, knowing that in wealthy 
England there are many wealthy Germans 
who love the old names and the old literature, 
they appeal hopefully to them. Anything in

ARCTIC EXPLORATION. 

No. 108 of Papers relating to the Geography 
and Exploration of the Polar Regions—just issued 
by Dr. Petermann — contains an_ elaborate 
memoir by Dr. Joseph Chavanne, of Vienna, ‘On 
the Character of the Polar Ice, and its Periodical 
Changes’ That the ice will not be always the 
same in the same portions of the Arctic sea in 
different years, is a fact well-known to all Northern 
navigators. Hence the difficulty and uncertainty 
of Arctic exploration. A bay or a sound may be 
cleared of ice one summer, and choked up the 
next—until “Open Polar seas” have become 
among students of Arctic voyages the “Mrs. 
Harris’s” of geography. At the present moment, 
it is with Arctic authorities a subject of anxious 
discussion as to how the ice will be in the dreaded 
Melville Bay, through which our Expedition will, 
in the course of its voyage to Smith’s Sound, 
have to pass. It may be so choked with ice as to 
seriously impede the Expedition, or it may be 
: Yet, Smith’s Sound is sometimes so 
clear of ice that a whaler who sailed into it a few 
years ago believed that he could have gone on, 
without much hindrance from ice, to “any lati- 


tude.” Kane, on the other hand, could onl 
reach a point very little beyond that of Inglefield, 
while Hayes was fo to winter in a harbour 


thirty miles south of Kane’s. When such are the 
changes of the ice (his béte noire) the Arctic navi- 
gator very soon enters upon his troubles, and as 
he descends from the “crow’s nest,” his eye 
chilled and his heart sick with disappointment at 
the sight of white ice fields on the very spot 
where his predecessor had found “sailing water,” 
he understands that in the frozen seas at least 
“there is nothing certain unless that nothing is 
certain.” Dr. Chavanne, after an exhaustive study 
of all the Arctic voyages accessible to him, comes. 
to the conclusion, that the varying position of ice 
in the Arctic Ocean is owing to numerous causes, 
the chief of which are—the configuration of the 
coast of the Polar sea, and the masses of land 
enerally ; the nature of the sea bottom, and the 
epth of the water; the extension, direction, 
velocity, and temperature of the currents and 
waves, as well as the force of the swell; the 
warmth or coldness of the season ; the direction 
and force of the winds, &c. He fortifies his views 
by such cogent arguments that the Arctic Com- 
mittee of the Royal Geographical Society—su 
ing the volume is not yet re ery nara d 
doing a service to science could they find room

THE ZENITH. 


Tne daily journals have made us acquainted 
with the melancholy termination of an aérial 
voyage, which had been planned with care, and 
entered upon with sanguine hopes that a greater 
height would be attained than had ever before 
been reached by man. In Les Mondes, of the 8th 
of April, occurs the following passages :— “ Le 
ballon le Zénith au président de la Sccidté frangatse 
de navigation aérienne. Liascension scientifique 
de longue durée exécutée le 23-24 mars 1875, par 
MM. Sivel, Crocé-Spinelli, Albert et Gaston Tis- 
sandier et Jobert, a répondu aux espérances de la 
Société frangaise de navigation aérienne, qui, grace 
4 son président, M. Hervé Mangon, de |’Institut, 
Yavait organisée dans les conditions les plus favor- 
ables avec le concours de l’Académie des Sciences.” 
The purposes of this ascent were mainly to 
remain in the atmosphere for a long period—nearly 
twenty-three hours—and to make a series of well- 
selected experiments. “L/’ascension du 23-24 
mars sera prochainement suivie d’un autre voyage 
aérien 4 grande hauteur, ou l’on espire atteindre 
des régions trés-élevées.” The necessary expenses 
of these ms oan were met by subscriptions 
by the members of the Academy of Sciences. 

On the 15th inst., MM. A. Tissandier, Sivel, 
and Crocé-Spinelli, made their ascent from the 
gas-works, Villette, Paris, well prepared to 
meet the exigencies, it appeared, of their hazardous 
experiment. The results, as recorded by M. Tis- 
sandier, show that the human lungs cannot act 
healthfully in the rarefied atmosphere which is 
met with at the height of four miles from the 
earth, and that at five miles stupefaction resulted. 
It will be remembered that in August, 1862, Mr. 
Glaisher and Mr. Coxwell reached the great height 
of more than seven miles. They were powerless, 
indeed senseless, for some time, but, recovering 
consciousness, Mr. Coxwell succeeded in opening 
a valve, and brought the balloon within the limits 
capable of supporting life. At nearly a mile less in 
height than this, M. Tissandier swooned, and his 
companions were already senseless. The aéronauts 

lally recover consciousness ; but, evidently in 
@ confused state, they grasp at their oxygen tube, 
and throw out ballast wildly: the consequence 
being, that they rush upwards into air of extreme 
tenuity, while the lungs are under the influence of 
the powerful stimulant they had just breathed, 
and asphyxia seizes upon them with its fatal 
grasp, the vessels bursting and the mouths of Sivel 
and Crocé becoming filled with blood. They were 
dead. M. Tissandier recovered consciousness, and 
reached the earth alive. This melancholy result 
should be a warning to all future aérial travellers. 
Within the limits of about four miles man may 
venture to make any experiments he may desire, 
but beyond that he cannot venture with safety. 
Nothing can be gained by collecting air more 
rarefied than such as he will find at the height of 
four miles. There is no mechanical, and certainly 
no chemical, problem to be solved by venturing 
into those rarefied regions where the animal powers 








fail and the mental ones perish.

Asiatic.—April 19.—Sir E. Colebrooke, Bart., 
M.P., in the chair.—The Rev. S. Beal read a paper 
‘On Mount Meru, and the Origin of the Homeric 
Olympus,’ the purport of which was to show that 
the legends connected with Mount Meru, found 
in the Chinese Buddhist books, betrayed a common 
origin with the Greek conception of the Olympus 
as the abode of their gods. To prove this view, 
Mr. Beal proceeded to compare the nature and 
attributes of the deities which are represented as 
occupying the different zones and peaks of Mount 
Meru with those of corresponding Greek deities, 
viz., Sun, Moon, Bacchus, Demeter, Here, Hepha- 
estus, and Athene.—In the discussion which fol- 
lowed, Messrs. E. L. Brandreth, F. Pincott, and 
the Chairman, took part.—The Dean of Lincoln 
read a paper ‘On the Ruins of Sigiri, by his son, 
Mr. T. H. Blakesley. The rock of Sigiri, in the 
north extremity of the Central Provinces of Ceylon, 
which rises some 500 feet above the surrounding 
plain, appears in early times to have constituted 
the citadel of a fortified position, surrounded by 
earthworks and moats, the sides of which were in 
some parts rivetted with stone. Two quadrangular 
areas have been traced out by Mr. Blakesley, com- 
prising, together with the rock, a space of about 
600 acres, and defended not only by the walls and 
moats above mentioned, but, on the eastern side, 
by a large artificial lake, which was doubtless also 
used for the purposes of agricultural irrigation. 
Extensive earthworks (bunds), for the diversion 
of running water into particular channels may be 
traced in different directions for two or three 
miles. The locality has been for centuries thickly 
covered with jungle, and all that now remains of 
the lake is a swamp, occupying only a portion of 
its former extent. But there are still to be seen 
paintings on parts of the surface of the great rock 
of a very remarkable character, apparently sug- 

esting the existence of close relations between 
hina and Ceylon. Mr. Blakesley ascribes the 
earthworks and some of the bunds at Sigiri to 
King Kasyapa the Parricide, who lived in the 
fifth century of our era; and the completion of 
the water arrangements to Pardkrama Béhu, in 
the middle of the twelfth century. Earlier than 
either of them, indeed as early as the first century, 
B.c., are, in his opinion, the walls of cyclopic 
masonry, still to be seen at Mapa-gala—a pair of 
rocks about half a mile south of the rock of Sigiri. 
United with the rocks about the latter, the whole 
must have constituted a military position of almost 
unparalleled strength, considering the appliances 
of Oriental warfare. 





British ArcHOLOGICAL AssociaTion.—April 
14.—H. 8. Cuming, Esq., V.P., in the chair—The 
deaths of W. Beattie, S. Palmer, and A. Zanzi, Esqs., 
Associates, were announced by the Chairman, who 
took occasion to record the assistance that each 
has rendered to the Association during his con- 
nexion with it.—Mrs, Baily sent for exhibition 
an ancient copper implement, probably a Keltic 
razor, upon which Mr, Cuming offered some 
remarks.—The Rev. 8. M. Mayhew exhibited a 
large sword of rare shape, found concealed, with 
others, under a loose board in the roof of a farm- 
house in East Peckham. It was believed to have 
been secreted there by a member of the resident 
family at the time of the troubles brought about 
by the imposition of the tax known as “ship- 
money.”—Mr. Cuming referred its date to the 
early part of the sixteenth century.—Mr. G. Adams 
exhibited a fine and ancient carving in wood, being 
a representation of “St. George and the Dragon,” 
in connexion with which Mr. Mayhew exhibited 
a variety of objects bearing upon Draconic myths. 
Among these were a Chinese figure, of white 
glazed porcelain, from Fuh-kien, representing Shin- 
mow, holding in her arms the infant Fub-hi, and 
standing on the head of a Kelin; a Keltic armlet 
enriched with serpents’-heads at the ends; and a

medizeval finger-ring of massive design, on which 
are chased the well-known armorial bearings ¢ 
the ducal family of Gonzaga, of Milan. Mr, May. 
hew also exhibited a fine piece of mediayy 
jewellery, consisting of a ducal coronet and flor 
designs, composed of hemispherical and 
shaped crystals and sapphires, cut in facets ang 
mounted on metal plating, probably at one tims 
forming portion of a book binding. The same 
gentleman further exhibited a most interestj 
series of relics lately found in London, and com. 
prising a portion of the oaken coffin, or cist, wherein 
had been consigned to earth the body of a noble 
Roman child. The ornaments were three fine and 
perfect jet armillx, two plain and one enriched 
with an indented ornamentation ; a small finger. 
ring of plain gold wire, the ends hooked into each 
other; and a very fine and perfect example of 
an unique coin of the Empress Salonina, wif 
of Gallienus, and believed to have been struck in 
Spain. The obverse of this valuable addition to 
numismatics bears a bust of the Empress to the 
right, and legend saLonINA Ava.; the reverse, 
Venus holding a palm-branch and leaning upon 
a column, legend venvs vicrrix. It was con. 
jectured that the fond mother, in consigning her 
youthful daughter to the tomb, had, at the same 
time, reverently deposited this coin, a pay. 
ment for the passage over the river Styx, from the 
desire of symbolizing the triumph of maternal love 
over the horrors of the grave. An unique armle 
of dark blue glass, enamelled with white curved 
lines, lately found in an excavation in Cannon 
Street, and pronounced to be of the greatest pos 
sible rarity, was also shown by Mr. Mayhew.— 
Mr. Brock and Mr. T. Morgan read papers upon 
the excavations on the site of Newgate, and on 
the probable uses of the massive Roman remains 
recently disclosed there. Several fictile relics 
from the site were exhibited, and it was generally 
considered that the supply of water to the Roman 
station of Londinum was, at least, one of the prin- 
cipal objects to which the remains had conduced, 





Nomismatic.—April 15.—J. Evans, Esq., Pre- 
sident, in the chair.—Prince A. Emmanuel de Croj, 
Mr. H. 8. Cuming, and the Rev. C. Soames, were 
elected Members.—Sir J. Anderson exhibited a 
tetradrachm of Rhodes of the Attic standard: 
obv. head of Helios, of fine bold work; rev, 
POAION, Balaustion flower, on either side of 
which a bunch of grapes.—Mr. B. V. Head re 
marked that this interesting coin was the first 
which had come to light either of the city or the 
island of Rhodes, struck during the finest period 
of Greek art on the Attic standard. The date 
which Mr. Head assigned to the coin was shortly 
after B.c. 408, in which year the three ancient 
Rhodian towns, Lindos, Ialysos, and Kameiros, 
combined to found the city of Rhodes, which they 
then raised to the rank of capital of the islan 
The earliest staters hitherto published of this ci 
follow the so-called Rhodian standard, and wig 
about 240 grains. This weight has been taken by 
metrologists to be the old Greco-Asiatic standard 
of the ancient Rhodian towns slightly raised for 
commercial purposes. The discovery, however, 
of an Attic tetradrachm of 260 grains cast much 
doubt, in Mr. Head’s opinion, upon the above 
explanation of the origin of the Rhodian standard, 
which he was, therefore, inclined to look upon 
rather as Attic debased than as Greco-Asiatic 
raised.—Mr. ©. R. Smith exhibited a penny of 
Henry the First, with a double legend on the 
reverse, of a type described by Hawkins as ex- 
ry-seg d rare.—The Rev. A. Pownall read a paper 
‘On the Coins of Offa, King of Mercia,’ in which 
he proved that the story of Offa’s journey to Rome, 
told by Roger of Wendover, a monk of St. Alban’s 
in the thirteenth century, as well as his presumed 
employment of Italian workmen in the English 
mint, will not bear the light of critical investigr 
tion; and that, consequently, the acknowledged 
superiority of his coinage to that of his conten 
poraries and successors, must have been due rather 
to Offa’s natural disposition to foster art in bis 
own country, than to any influence exercised by 
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Italian artists brought over by him from the 
Continent. 


Eyromo.ocicaL.—A pril 5.—Sir §. 8. Saunders, 
President, in the chair.—Mr. W. L. Distant was 
elected an Ordinary Member.—Mr. J. Weir ex- 
hibited a number of young Mantide that had 
emerged from an egg-case received from Ceylon.— 
Mr. Bond exhibited a fine specimen of an exotic 
locust, taken alive at the bottom of a well at 
Brighton. The species was uncertain.—Mr. Sealy 
read some notes on the habits of the species of 
Ornithoptera from the Malabar coast, exhibited at 
the last meeting. It was closely allied to O. 
Amphrisius, but there were doubts of its identity. 
The pupa possessed the power of causing a sound. 
He called attention to a peculiarity in the formation 
of the hind wings of the male, there being a large 
pouch on the anal margin, filled with fluffy hairs. 
—Mr. M‘Lachlan read a letter from an English- 
man residing in Pueblo, Colorado, U.S., stating 
that from his experience of the potato-beetle the 
insect could live on the tubers as well as on the 
haulm, and that, unless the English authorities 
took some steps.to prevent the importation of 
potato bulbs, he believed the beetles would soon 
be in this country. Mr. M‘Lachlan also drew 
attention to a remark by Lieut. Carpenter, in the 
‘Report of the Zoological Collections made by him 
in Colorado during the Summer of 1873, where he 
noticed that not a single specimen of the potato 
beetle was to be found to the west of the Rocky 
Mountains, though he believed it would be ulti- 
mately spread over that region through the agency 
of the seed, as the insect was of too sluggish a 
nature to be capable of spreading itself so rapidly 
by its own instinct ; and his belief in this was 
further sustained by its continued absence from 
the Salt Lake Basin, occasioned by the cheapness 
of vegetables in the Mormon settlement, rendering 
the importation of potatoes from Colorado un- 
necessary.— Mr. Bates believed the distribution of 
the beetle depended more upon climatic condi- 
tions. The native home of the insect was on the 
eastern plateaux of the Rocky Mountains; and 
the climate of the Pacific coast being more like 
that of the West Coasts of Europe, their Faunas 
also bore a greater resemblance. He believed the 
absence of the insect from the west of the Rocky 
Mountains to be caused by the difference of 
climate, and the same cause might be expected to 
prevent the establishment of the insect in countries 
like Britain, where the moisture of the atmosphere 
would, probably, be fatal to it—Mr. E. Saunders 
communicated the first part of a Synopsis of 
British Hemiptera (Heleroptera). 








CuEemicat.—April 15.—Prof. Abel in the chair. 
—Mr. J. W. Thomas read a paper, ‘On the Gases 
Enclosed in Coals from the South Wales Basin, 
and the Gases Evolved by Blowers and by Boring 
into the Coal itself’ These gases were found to be 
marsh-gas, carbonic anhydride, and nitrogen, in 
all three of the classes of coal examinad, namely, 
bituminous coals, steam-coal, and anthracite.—A 
paper ‘On Narcotine, Cotarnine, and Hydro-Cotar- 
nine, Part I., by Mr. P. H. Beckett and Dr. 
0. R. A. Wright, was read.—Dr. H. E. Armstrong 
communicated a note ‘On Isomeric Change in the 
Phenol Series.’ 





PuitotocicaL.— April 16.—Rev. R. Morris, 
LL.D., President, in the chair—Mr. Fennell and 
Mr. Wall were elected Members.—The paper read 
was, ‘On French Sounds in English,’ Part I, by 
Mr. H. Nicol. After explaining that this part 
was introductory to the main subject of the in- 
vestigation,—the phonetic history of the popular 
Modern English words of Old French origin,— 
and pointing out the necessity for philology of the 
physiological study of sounds, the writer remarked 
on the difficulties caused by the presence in both 
languages of numerous semi-Gallicised Latin words 
introduced by literature, and by the French words 
we have adopted being of different dialects and 
ages. The history of the Latin vowels in their 
progress to Old French was then sketched, the 





chief stages of change, qualitative and quanti- 
tative, common to all the Romanic languages being 
distinguished. The changes were similar to those 
which have occurred in the Teutonic languages, 
consisting mainly in the lowering of Latin short 
é and ¢ (close) to ¢ and 6 (open), and of short 7 and 
u to é and d, and in all these sounds, as well as 
short a, being then lengthened when before a 
single consonant. 





Society or Arts.—April 16.—Mr. Warren De 
La Rue in the chair.—The paper read was, ‘On 
Recent Advances in Photographic Science,’ by Mr. 
J. Spiller. 

April 21.—Mr. A. J. Mundella in the chair.— 
Fourteen new Members were proposed for election. 
—The paper read was, ‘On the India Museum 
Question,’ by Dr. Forbes Watson. 





AntHRopoLogicaL InstituTe.— April 13.— 
Col. A. Lane Fox, President, in the chair.—The fol- 
lowing Members were announced : the Hon. Lady 
Hamilton Gordon, Lady Claud Hamilton, Lady 
Maude Parry, Messrs. A. G. Phillips, and J. W. 
Loverdo.—A paper was read, by Prof. Rolleston, 
‘On the People of the Long-Barrow Period.’ The 
author began by stating that it was universally 
acknowledged that the long-barrows were the 
oldest existing sepulchral monuments in Great 
Britain, and gave the arguments adduced to sup- 
port that theory. He then discussed, at great 
ength, the following points: 1. The evidence 
existing for dividing the long-barrow period into 
three epochs. In the earliest one the dead were 
interred unburnt in chambers, 7.¢, in graves 
walled with upright flags, and communicating with 
the exterior by a passage or gallery, or, at any 
rate, constructed so as to admit of successive in- 
terments. In those chambers was found the greatest 
amount of manganous discolouration. In the second 
period the dead were still interred unburnt, but 
in cists, 7.¢, in closed stone receptacles not in- 
tended to be opened, and having no gallery lead- 
ing to the exterior. The third epoch of the long- 
barrow period was distinguished, to the regret of 
the craniographer, by the practice of cremation— 
a practice which, like that of burial in cists, and 
with even more probability, may be supposed to 
link the long and broad barrow periods together. 
2. The evidence for accepting what might be called 
the Ossuary theory for explaining the appearances 
met with in the long-barrows, rather than the 
theory of successive interments, as put forward by 
Prof. Nilsson, or the theory of human sacrifices 
and anthropophagy, as put forward by the late Dr. 
Thurnam. What inclined Prof. Rolleston to the 
Ossuary theory was the fact that just those bones 
are found in connexion most frequently which 
would, by virtue of their ligamentous or muscular 
connexions, longest resist the dislocating effects of 
removal from a provisional to a permanent burial- 
place. 3. The evidence as to the mode of life 
prevalent in the long-barrow period which the 
cranial and other bones of the persons buried or 
burnt in them furnished. The paper was illus- 
trated by a series of diagrams in plan and section, 
and numerous specimens of human remains from 
long-barrows.— Mr, B. F. Hartshorne exhibited 
and described objects of pre-Hellenic age from 
Troy. One of these, a spindle whorl of terra-cotta, 
curiously incised, came from a depth of twenty- 
six feet below the surface of the soil, and therefore 
belonged tothe stratum which represents the “Troy 
of Homer.”

Tur Marchese Antinori, a well known African 
explorer and naturalist, Secretary of the Italian 
Geographical Society, thus writes from Rome to Mr. 
Hyde Clarke :—“The Society have determined on 
an exploration of Kaffa and Shoah, soas to join on 
with the explorations of Gordon. They wish that 
I should put myself at the head of the expedition, 
and I shall willingly do all I can for the realiza- 
tion of the project. The Galla country is one 
quite new to exploration, so that besides the ques- 
tion of the highlands of the equatorial lake region, 
there are many connected with ethnology, zoo By, 
geology, orography, and hydrography, all of the 
greatest importance. There is besides the subject 
of slavery in one of its great strongholds. The 
expedition is to be provided for by private sub- 
scriptions, and we shall soon publish our pro- 
gramme. May we hope to find some subscribers 
in rich, studious, philanthropic England?” It is 
not, perhaps, generally known that the Italians, 
and particularly their missionaries, have long taken 

in African exploration. It was they who 
sent to Europe the Akka pygmies, and we owe 
to them many philological works. One of the 
last is a Denka Grammar, by a surviving missionary, 
for death by fever is the common end of their 
career. 

Some notes on the age of the tertiary beds of 
Malta have been laid before the Vienna Academy 
of Sciences, by Herr T. Fuchs. Dividing the 
series into two groups, he correlates the upper 
with the Leitha limestone beds, and the lower 
with the Bormidien, being thus the equivalent of 
the older marine molasse of Switzerland. 

An important communication, “Sur la Théorie 
de l’Aspiration, avec des Remarques sur la nouvelle 
Note de M. Peslin, by M. Faye, appears in the 
Comptes Rendus, for April the 5th, in which 
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several hypotheses relating the causes producing 

the cyclonic movements of great masses of air are 

carefully examined. A rep to M. Faye is also 
iven, under the title of ‘Théorie des Tempétes,’ 
y M. H. Peslin. 

M. Bovssincavutt has also a note in the same 
journal, ‘Sur la Limite de la Carburation du Fer,’ 
which isa really valuable contribution to metal- 
lurgical science. 

Pror. T, RicuTer has been appointed Director 
of the Royal Mining Academy at Freiberg, in 
Saxony. The former Director, Prof. Zeuner, is at 
the head of the Polytechnic at Dresden. 

Mr. G. A. Lexovur, of the Geological Survey, 
has recently communicated to the North of Eng- 
land Institute of Mining and Mechanical Engi- 
neers, a paper ‘On the Coals of the Carboniferous 
Limestone Series of the North of England,’ which 
is of considerable practical interest.

THE INSTITUTE OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS, 


Tue present Exhibition is a disappointing one. 
During the last few years we have noticed 
considerable progress— progress both artistic 
and intellectual, and a finer taste; but on 
this occasion the faults which used to charac- 
terize the annual gatherings of the Institute are 
_ obvious. Meretricious art has always 
abounded in the Institute— flimsy, common- 
place, and trivial design and painting have 
ormed the staple of the display ; yet there were 
remarkable exceptions ; and among them were, 
and still are, the productions of Messrs. Linton, 
Hine, Kilburne, E. H. Fahey, and one or two 
more. The Institute has quite recently been 
strengthened by the accession of Mr. Oakes, 
who sends this year-a noble landscape, but 
otherwise we have occasion to lament a pause in 
the onward course of the Society. We presume 
it is difficult for a junior association to procure new 
and valuable members. 

We may call attention to the best paintings 
here in their order on the walls, grouping each 
artist’s works. Several cleverly made studies of 
streets in Italy have lately appeared, the produc- 
tion of Mr. W. Wyld, an artist who paints better 
in water colours than in oil. His craft is French 
in character and origin ; it has the fortunate 
gene the slightness, the brightness, and 

e unity, which seem to be insured by the 
studies now in vogue in Paris. A sparkling bril- 
liancy, crisp touch, and fine sense of breadth in 
light and shade, as well as skill in dealing with 
chiaroscuro, prove that Mr. Wyld has applied to 
his small street-views, and vistas in sunlight and 
shadow, the principles which should guide the 
most developed forms of scholastic design. Such 
@ painter could hardly be unsuccessful, and we 
have to thank him for six capital sketches. Of 
these, Strada Nuova, Genoa, (No. 7) first caught 
our eyes. It may serve to illustrate the above 
criticism, and also the ability of the artist.— 





Another, but less happy example of cleverness 
applied to painting, occurs in Mr. J. Hardy’s Left 
in Charge (15), dogs on a moor watching dead 
game; a capital specimen of drawing-room art. 
This sort of thing is not studio art, still less does it 
resemble the art of the open fields, 

On the other hand, Mr. Staniland, a newly- 
elected member of the Institute, gives us some- 
thing of much higher value in his Haunted (18), a 
girl stealing, half frightened at herself, across a rude 
bridge that spans the moat of an ancient and deserted 
mansion. The idea is spiritedly and cleverly, if 
not poetically, rendered ; and his little picture tells 
its tale, and that is all that the artist has aimed at. 
It also can boast of a certain élan of execution: the 
girl’s draperies are capital.—M. Bach’s Very Busy, 
Roman Laundry, (21) has the oddest possible sub- 
ject,a group of laundresses and children. The design 
is spirited, and the painting not without breadth ; 
but Mr. Bach’s artis flimsy, his conception conven- 
tional and trivial, with certain affectations of style 
which are really excuses for defects.—Mr. Mog- 
ford’s King Arthur’s Castle, Tintagel, (24) shows, in 
a scenic sort of way, the great circle of the fortress 
and its outworks, the nearer valley, and the more 
distant sea: spectacular to excess, it is not a 
specimen of fine art in landscape.—Mr. 8. Prout’s 
Porch of a Gothic Cathedral (26) puzzles us. We 
do not see the good of such art ; unsolid in execu- 
tion, and unsubstantial in appearance, it makes 
no pretence of rendering detail beautifully; it does 
not show that the painter has the power of gene- 
ralizing with skill, still less with subtlety.—Mr. 
Wimperis’s A Breezy Day (28) is decidedly 
* David-Coxish,” and resembles the master in his 
later, least happy, and most hackneyed mood. 
By the same is Llanelltyd (33), a capital vista ofthe 
lovely valley and stream, showing a nice feeling 
for greys. 

Mr. Linton sends “ The Appeal” (32), a young 
man presenting a pen to an elderly dignitary, 
while the latter sits at a table; a damsel, whose 
emotions are not distinguishable, is placed against 
the wall. We may be more than usually obtuse, 
but, unfortunately for ourselves, we do not know 
what is the subject of this able but decidedly 
mannered piece. Of course this is not of much con- 
sequence where there is so much solid technical skill 
anda certain tragic sense of design. The charm of 
the painter’s art is marred by the dominant black- 
ness of the picture.—Mr. Hine sends a noble but 
somewhat mannered landscape, representing one 
of the gigantic Sussex downs in sunlight, with 
smooth, richly-tinted sward spreading over all the 
hills and valleys. The picture, like its fellow, 
Near Lewes (171), exhibits the downs with con- 
summate skill; and the result of the artist’s 
labours in both cases has been the production of 
pieces of admirable topography combined with fine 
art. The light is powerful, broadly painted, and 
rich, while the local colouring is as faithful as it 
is intense and vigorous. Besides great felicity of 
execution, the pictures show as much care as 
learning. No. 235, Mount Caburn, Sussex, by the 
same, is fine: a huge outwork of the chalk abutting 
on a flat, and seen in the mid-distance through a 
grey, half-opaline atmosphere. 

Mr. Small’s Market Folk, West of Ireland (38), 
peasants gossiping as they trudge, though very 
rough, has some “go” init. It is a mere sketch ; 
one of those innumerable examples now so com- 
mon of how far a little work and a moderate 
share of knowledge may, with courage and tact, 
be made to go—At the Piano (41), by Mr. 
Tilburne, a mother and child, is a piece of solid 
workmanship; but it is hardish, and betrays a 
defective sense of the importance of richness in 
colour, not less than in chiaroscuro and in light 
and shade, It is well modelled and neatly drawn, 
but the faces, as they are not beautiful, are too 

much like portraits to be interesting.—On the 
Pincian, Morning (48), by Mr. F. Skill, and On 
the Way to Llyn Idwal (49), by Mr. J. Syer, are 
examples of success in applying skill which, within 
certain limits, is ph me « He and we wonder the 
painters, having got so far, have not sought to 
attain higher ends than these works illustrate. 


The former is a capital “ blot,” in which, howeye 
the artifice of the painter is too apparent.—ZJy, 
Idwal (87), by Mr. Wimperis, shows the value of 
an idea in a landscape. We have the dark tarn, sup. 
rounded by precipices, of leaden greyness, smooth ag 
steel, except where a puff of wind wandering below 
the cliffs has rippled the surface, and making j 
catch a streak of light from the brilliant portion of 
the sky, which, from this circumstance, is, we sy 
pose, behind us ; but we can detect no other sign of 
illumination from that quarter.—Mr. E. G. Warren 
sends, among other works, The Two Porters (oaks), 
Sherwood (94), a landscape showing more refinement 
than has of late marked his works. Much of the 
verdure is crude, but some of the greyer parts of 
the picture are commendable. 

One of the best landscapes we have seen for g 
long time is Mr. Oakes’s The Welsh Border (121), 
It is a view over the valley near Lian. 
gollen, with the two railway bridges crossing it; 
masses of trees occupy the slopes, until when, far 
off, the perspective makes the land forest-like, 
The vista is traversed by sun-shadows and flecked 
by sunlight. The power and charm of the picture are 
due to the skill and poetic inspiration of the artist, 
The sky is by no means the worst portion of 
the work. The fault of this picture is a some 
what loose mode of execution peculiar to Mr, 
Oakes, the effect of which is to give a look of 
slightness to a landscape which does not really 
lack solidity, but, on the contrary, shows a great 
deal of knowledge and care.—Mr. Syer’s A Slat

To redeem their works from the category of 
trumpery sketches, too many of the artists of 
the school, who are frequently clever fellows 
in their way, spend a considerable portion 
of their skill and industry on one or two of the 
heads in a design; the craft thus displayed has to 
do duty for the whole picture. The really com- 
petent artists, who, from a whimsical perversity 
of mind, adopted this style of art, have 
departed from it. We should like to see the 
painter of ‘Im Walde’ turn his back on it.— 
Miss Thompson sends a coarse, rather than rude

Fine-Art Gossip. 

Tue private view of the Royal Academy 
Exhibition takes place next Friday. The 
galleries at Burlington House will be opened to 
the public on Monday following. 

Tuz private view of the Exhibition of the 
Society of Painters in Water Colours takes place 
to-day (Saturday). The gallery will be opened to 

public on Monday next. 


Ir is understood that the Wolsey Chapel at 
Windsor,—we prefer to retain the ancient and 
historic name of the edifice,—on which “ decora- 
tive operations” on the most costly scale have 
been performed, will shortly be opened to public 
inspection. 

WE beg to remind those who wish to study the 
collection of works of art so generously lent to the 
Bethnal Green Museum by Sir R. Wallace, that 
these treasures will shortly be withdrawn from 
general public view. 

WE were, it seems, mistaken about the disposal 
of copies from Mantegna’s ‘Triumph, as stated 
last week. Mr. Dixon is Hon. Treasurer, and 
receives subscriptions only; he does not distribute 
the photographs. 

A coLLEction of important drawings by Millet 
is now on view in the Rue St. Georges, Paris. 
This gathering has been made for the benefit of 
the family of the painter. 

Tue works ofartadmitted to theapproaching Salon 
are about 2,200 in number ; these are additional to 
about 2,000 of the “exempt.” The total of about 
4,300 is unusually large. Last year, the number 
was 3,657 ; in 1873, 2,142; in 1872, 2,064. The 
Salon of 1861 contained, all told, 4,097 examples, 
besides the “Monuments publics.” In 1867, 
however, there w-re but 2,745 works in the 
Salon. These variations are remarkable, and 
greater than ever occur in the Royal Academy 
Exhibition ; and they are, no doubt, due to the 
greater or less rigour of the selectors of works of 
art. The capacity of the galleries in the Palais 
des Champs-Elysées is, practically, unlimited, and 
we suppose that, say 10,000 works might be ex- 
hibited ‘there, if the authorities chose to admit 
them. 

Messrs, A. Franxau & Co. have sent us a 
handsome volume, an album for portraits and 
cartes de visite of celebrities, enriched at intervals 
by pages with pictorial and illuminated borders, 
designed by artists of Munich, and considerably 
above the average of such productions. The book, 
which is intended for a drawing-room table, is 
most solid and excellent, and is free from that 
vulgar showiness so common in albums of the 
kind. It isa good specimen of binding in russia 
leather, the whole being extremely well executed. 

Tue statue of St. John the Baptist at Pisa, 
which, as we mentioned last January, was formerly 
ascribed to Donatello, and has lately been alleged 
to be by Michael Angelo, has now been pronounced 
by a jury of Italian connoisseurs to be a work of 
the latter. 

Some uncertainty existed about the date of the 
death of Louis P. Boitard, the well-known and 
able engraver of the last century. ‘ Stanley’s 
Bryan’ gives the following :—“ He flourished 
about the year 1760,” and “he died in London.” 
Mr. S. Redgrave, in his useful ‘Dictionary of 
Artists of the English School,’ is not more precise 
in stating that “he died in London some time 
after 1760.” We observed the other day, in 
Payne's’ Universal Chronicle, Sept. 30 to Oct. 7, 
1758, p. 213, col. 3, among the announcements of 
deaths, ‘Mr. Boitard, a copper-plate engraver.” 
This may settle the date within a week.

THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON, 


Tue début of Mdlle. Varesi, so anxiously ex- 
d, has taken place; but amateurs acquainted 
with the family antecedents of the artist are dis- 
appointed. Her mother was a prima donna of fame ; 
her father has always ranked in Italy and other 
countries as second only to Ronconi as a i 
and comedian of the lyric drama. Mdlle, Varesi 
herself sses the intellectual and artistic attri- 
butes of a singer of the first class, but she is not 
gifted with physical power enough to carry out her 
conceptions and rouse the enthusiasm of her hearers. 
Her voice is thin in its timbre, although it is sym- 
ager and her intonation is unexceptionable. 
er style of singing is, indeed, the perfection of the 
pure Italian school ; the compass of her organ is ex- 
tensive; and her high notes are especially remarkable 
for their clearness and brilliancy. Nothing can be 
more finished than her execution of scales ; distinct- 
ness, neatness, and rapidity she certainly esses, 
and her sustaining breath in the shake pulieee the 
most skilful training. Her acting is easy, grace- 
ful, and sensitive ; she listens well, and is always 
en scone, and only in situations requiring dramatic 
impulse and intensity is she at all deficient. It is 
in the lack of volume of voice that her deficiencies 
are most easily recognized. It is possible that the 
Verdi répertowre—for Gilda, in ‘ Rigoletto,’ was her 
Opening character—may be less suited to her than 
the operas of Rossini, Bellini, and Donizetti, in 
whose works screaming is not required. Lucia, 
which will be her part next Tuesday, will afford 
a better notion of her refined method and of 
her polished mechanism. It was, however, de- 
lighifui to hear the sweet Tuscan from Italian 
lips, and it was consolatory to find that there is 
still enjoyment to be derived from listening 
to ornamentation which is not clumsy nor slurred, 
and to a voice which, if limited in strength, is 
so capable of emotional expression. In strong 
contrast with her freedom from exaggeration were 
the acting and singing of some of her colleagues. 
In the part of Maddalena Madame Trebelli 
Bettini, with slight materials, displays the accent 
of a most accomplished artist; but against the 
grotesque buffoonery of Signor Galassi in the 
title part, and to the boisterous singing of Signor 
Gillandi as the Duke, we must emphatically pro- 
test. The court jester is not a Policinello, and 
the Duke (the original of the ‘ Roi s’amuse’ of 
Victor Hugo) was not likely to win the hearts 
of women by shouting vociferously “La Donna e 
mobile,” which won the gallery encore. 

There will be another débutante this evening 
(Saturday), as Mdlle. Anna de Belocca will appear 
as Rosina, in ‘Il Barbiere’ of Rossini. This new- 
comer has been called a contralto, but her voice is 
really a mezzo-soprano. She has sung the ‘Son- 
nambula’ in France as well as Arsace, in ‘ Semi- 
ramide,’ and ‘ Tancredi,’ ‘ Mignon,’ and Cherubino 
are also included in her répertoire. On Thursday 
evening there was another first appearance here, 
that of Madlle. Pernini, as Susanna in the ‘ Nozze 
di Figaro’; but of her pretensions we must defer 
speaking till next week. Signor Campanini has 
returned in‘ Lucrezia Borgia,’ and Signor Fancelli 
will be heard next week. 

At last a vocalist has been heard at Covent 
Garden Theatre who has genuine claims to be 
accepted as a prima donna. It need scarcely be 
added that we mean Mdlle. Marimon,. who 
has appeared as Maria, in Donizetti's ‘ Figlia del 
Reggimento.’ Belgium has reason to rejoice that 
she can boast of such a brilliant singer as a 
countrywoman, and also at having produced 
another accomplished vocalist of the same school 
in Madlle. Singelli. These two artists must be 
regarded from the French point of view. Before 
they took to the Italian stage they won their fame 
in the Opéra Comique répertoire, and in French 
adaptations of Italian and German operas. Doni- 
zetti’s ‘ Figlia’ was not composed for Italy, but 
for the Salle Favart, and he adopted the French 
national style with infinite tact, as did Meyerbeer, 





indeed, when he re-wrote the ‘Camp of Silesia,’ 
produced in Berlin, as the ‘Etoile du Nord,’ for 
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the Paris Opéra Comique. In the ‘ Dinorah’ sub- 
sequently (‘Le Pardon de Ploermel’ as it is called 
at the Salle Favart) he was equally careful to con- 
sult French taste for the “couplet” form. Both 
as an actress and as a singer Mdlle. Marimon is at 
home in ‘La Figlia.”’ Her tours de force are as 
wondrous as ever, as was shown in the singing 
scene with the Marchioness in the interpolated 
waltz of her teacher, M. Maton. Mdile. Marimon 
again appears in ‘La Figlia’ this evening (the 
24th), and next Friday is promised to sing the 
*Queen of Night’ bravura, in Mozart’s ‘ Flauto 
Magico.” The lady ranks second only to Madame 
Adelina Patti; but the ‘Sonnambula,’ ‘ Lucia,’ 
* Marta,’ &c., are allotted to her inferiors, and there 
will be little chance of hearing her alternately with 
Madame Patti. Mdlle. Albani has returned, and 
retains the parts of Amina, Lucia, and Gilda. It 
is a pity that the bdton of conductor is not more 
often in the hands of Signor Bevignani, who is by 
far the safest and most competent director of the 
orchestra. He is free from fussiness and intrusive- 
ness ; he sustains the voices without overpowering 
them in the accompaniments ; and he does not 
arrogate to himself the combined functions of 
conductor, chorus- master, and stage- manager 
during the public performances of operas. An 
over-demonstrative conductor is a special nuisance ; 
the conductor’s influence should be felt, and not be 
seen. Herr Wagner’s ‘ Lohengrin’ is in rehearsal, 
and has reached the first orchestral trial ; but it 
is evident the choralists are feeling the call upon 
their physical powers, of having to sing nightly as 
well as daily. Herr Wagner’s opera is promised 
for the 8th of May, and Madame Patti is to return 
on the 11th of May, in ‘Dinorah.” M. Faure will 
not be here before the 22nd of May. 





CONCERTS, 


TueE custom of producing isolated movements 
of symphonies is not to be commended. Twice 
has Sir Julius Benedict adopted this practice. He 
brought out at the Norwich Festival a section of 
his first attempt in the high orchestral class of 
composition, which was only heard in its entirety at 
Sydenham in November, 1873; and last Saturday 
the composer of the ‘Crusaders’ introduced two 
movements, the first, Moderato and Allegro in c, 
and Scherzo in a of his second symphony. Now, 
although we admit that this symphony promises 
fully to equal in interest and importance his former 
production, we think it better to wait to hear the 
whole work before entering into details about Sir 
Julius’s conception and the way in which it is worked 
out. So far as the hearers were concerned on the 
17th, they would have had the scherzo twice if they 
had had their will. Master of orchestration as 
the pupil of Weber is admitted to be, it is curious 
that he enters the symphonic world in the winter 
of his days, but still in the spring-time of 
his fancy. In the scheme there were the 
fiery overture to Herr Wagner’s ‘ Tannbiuser’ and 
Schumann’s poetic and picturesque prelude to 
his setting of Byron’s ‘Manfred.’ When are we 
to have this fine work—Schumann’s instrumental 
masterpiece, to our mind—in its entirety, and when 
are we to hear his ‘Scenen aus Faust,’ which 
created such a sensation at the Bonn Festival in 
the composer’s honour, with the powerful singing 
of Herr Stockhausen? Herr Wilhelmj displayed 
his prodigious powers of execution in the allegro 
of Paganini’s Violin Concerto in & flat. Barring 
some harshness in tone, the player merited the 
ovation he received at the end for the general 
interpretation. Beethoven’s ‘Pastorale’ was the 
symphony ; Miss Lowe and Signor Foli were the 
vocalists. An ad captandum song, “ Dear Eng- 
land,” with the customary phrases about the “ rights 
of the free are as wide as the sea,” “ where the vigour 
of soul is fed by the tempests that blow from the 
pole,” “ the home of brave men and the girls they 
adore,” gave rise to a noisy conflict between the 
“Ayes” and the “Noes” about the encore; but 
Signor Foli persevered, and treated us to a second 
Jaudation of the “sea land, free land.” 

With this twenty-fifth concert, the series of 
Saturday Afternoon Orchestral Programmes ceased ; 





and the list of compositions, introduced for the first 
time, that is, supplied in the programme, is, from 
every point of view, creditable to the taste, tact, 
and judgment of the musical directors and their 
able conductor, Mr. Manns. Thirty-eight novel- 
ties by foreign and native musicians are enume- 
rated ; whilst the names of the solo artists, vocal 
and instrumental, include nearly every one of any 
mark in the musical world. Notwithstanding the 
retirement of the late secretary, and his election 
as a Director, the well-known initial G. is 
still appended to the analytical books; and, if we 
have not always been able to adopt the optimist 
opinions of that able writer, his research and his 
enthusiasm have commanded our respect and 
admiration. 

An Intermezzo and Scherzo, for orchestra, by 
Mr. H. Gadsby, and a Violin Concertino di Bra- 
vura, Op. 4, composed and executed by Mr. Henry 
Holmes, were the “native talent” productions in 
the scheme of the fourth concert of the British 
Orchestral Society, last Wednesday night, in St. 
James’s Hall. Mr. Macfarren, in his analysis, 
speaks of Mr. Gadsby’s piece as pervaded by one 
design, but we failed to recognize any fixed pur- 
pose in movements with continuous changes of 
tempt, and with sudden variations in the key. It 
is possible the work was intended to form a por- 
tion of a complete symphony, but as it exists it is 
straggling and wild, and evinces no special 
originality in ideas. That the late Joseph May- 
seder accepted the dedication of the brilliant con- 
certino by Mr. H. Holmes, may be taken as a first- 
class testimonial to the concerto, which is emi- 
nently calculated to display the bravura powers 
of the violin. The piece was admirably played by 
the composer, who was recalled, as was also Mr. 
Gadsby. We can praise the dramatic feeling which 
Mr. Lloyd imparted to an effective scena, “‘ Wake 
from thy tomb,” from the opera of ‘ Giselle,’ by the 
late Edward Loder, but otherwise the scheme calls 
for no further comment.

Sianor Verpi'’s Manzoni Requiem Mass has 
been revived this week at the Opéra Comique in 
Paris, at morning performances, with the same 
soprano (Madame Stolz) and the same contralto 
(Madame Waldmann) as last year, but with a new 
tenor, Signor Masini, and a new basso, Signor 
Medini. ‘The latter sang two seasons since at Her 
Majesty’s Opera, but Mr. Mapleson did not re 
engage him—a great loss, as he wants a basso 
profondo sadly. Opportunity will be afforded to 
judge the Requiem performed with the same cast, 
as the composer will direct its execution at the 
Royal Albert Hall on the 12th and 15th of May. 

Two persons, long connected with the operatic 
world, have died in Paris. One of them, Alphonse 
Royer, was Director of the Grand Opéra from 1856 to 
1862, during which period he mounted the ‘ Herct- 
laneum’ of Félicien David, the ‘ Pierre de Medicis’ 
of Prince Poniatowski, ‘La Reine de Saba’ of M. 
Gounod, the ‘Tannhiuser’ of Herr Wagner, the 
‘Trouvére’ of Signor Verdi, and other works 
With Gustave Vaéz as colleague, he wrote the 
French librettos of ‘ La Favorite,’ ‘Lucia,’ ‘Othello, 
‘Jerusalem,’ ‘Robert Bruce,’ &c.; besides the 
‘Histoire Universelle du Thédtre’ and ‘ L’Histoire 
de l’Opéra,’ his final production. He was born in 
Paris, in 1813. At the funeral service, M. Faure 
sang the ‘ Pie Jesu,’ composed by the singer. The 
other death is that of the famed Couderec, ont 
of those tenor-baritones who was the delight 
the Opéra Comique for many years, As an acto! 
he was unrivalled. He was a pupil of Nourtlt, 
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the tenor. Poor Couderc died at a mad-house, in 
his sixty-fifth year, on the 16th inst. 

Mr. F. A. Marsnatt, the author of ‘False 
Shame, has written an original libretto to which 
music has been furnished by Signor Lauro Rossi, 

rincipal of the Naples Conservatorium. There 
some probability the new work will be produced 
in London in November. 

Herr RvusinsTein is in Paris; his oratorio, 
‘The Tower of Babel,’ will be produced next Tues- 
day at the Salle Ventadour (Théatre Italien). He 
will perform at the same concert his last pianoforte 
concerto. 

Mapame Nizsson terminated her series of per- 
formances at the Théatre de la Monnaie, in Brussels, 
by singing in the best acis of ‘ Mignon,’ ‘ Hamlet, 
and the ‘ Huguenots.’ The Belgian journals de- 
scribe the showers of bouquets and the number of 
the recalls as being almost unprecedented. 

M. Humsert, of the Fantaisies-Parisiennes, in 
Brussels, has produced with success a comic opera, 
‘La Filleule du Roi,’ the libretto by MM. Cormon 
and Deslandes, the music by M. Vogel. Schu- 
mann’s ‘Scenen aus Faust’ was to be produced 
this week in Brussels, under the direction of M. 
Warnots. 

Dr. Hitter, of Cologne, has been presented 
with an annuity for the lives of himself and of 
his wife, the sum of 3,600/. having been raised by 
subscription for this substantial testimonial. At 
Leipzig, the obelisk, with the medallion of Schu- 
mann, bearing simply his name, has been completed. 

MapaMe ApEuINA Parti will terminate her 
series of representations in Vienna at the Opéra 
Comique early in May, so as to re-appear in Lon- 
don on the 11th of that month. Herr Jauner, 
director of the Carltheater, has been appointed the 
successor of Herr Herbeck as the Impresario of 
the Imperial Opera-house. Herr Brahms has 
resigned the post of director of the Gesellschafts- 
Concerte. Herr Wagner’s concerts in aid of the 
funds for his National Opera-house at Bayreuth 
have been quite successful, the selections consisting 
of pieces from his various operas.

Prince or WALES's.—‘ The Merchant of Venice.’ 

Opéra ComMIQuE. — ‘Mademoiselle Duparc,’ Comédie, en 
Quatre Actes, de M. Denayrouze. ‘Le Homard,’ Comédie, 
en Un Acte, de M. Edmond Gondinet. 


In passing from the domain of realistic 
comedy to that of the comedy of manners, the 
management of the Prince of Wales’s Theatre 
attempted a march of no ordinary diffi- 
culty and danger. Recognizing the efforts 
that had been made to give completeness in 
respect to external details, sensible of the 
merits of portions of the performance, and 
pleased with a series of bright and life-like 
pictures, the public accepted a representation 
of the ‘School for Scandal’ which effected a 
rupture with tradition, and a complete severance 
of modern art from that of past days. Now, 
however, when a.further step is taken, and the 
‘ Merchant of Venice’ is produced in the same 
style as the ‘School for Scandal,’ a like display 
of clemency or favour is not to be expected. 
What respect for histrionic art still exists in 
England, centres in Shakspeare ; and an attempt 
to convert his plays into spectacular entertain- 
ments, however it may suit the ignorant 
pleasure-seekers who, flocking to Drury Lane, 
have turned what should be a national theatre 
into something not widely different from a 
circus, is not likely to find acceptance from a 
more enlightened public. In spite, accord- 
ingly, of a lavish, and in its way judicious, 
expenditure, the result of the experiment 
appears in this case to be failure. Superb 
views of Venice are presented. The gay, idle, 
insouciante, and withal mysterious life of the 
Queen of the Adriatic, is depicted with as 
much truth and colour as in the pages of 
Consuelo. Cavaliers and rufflers, “ witty as 
youthful poets in their wine,” play in the 
street jests that may lead to “cracked 
crowns,” or whisper beneath half-opened lat- 
tices vows that may bring a dagger-slit in the 
doublet. Music of endless serenades rings 
through streets ignorant of all noise of traffic. 
The idlers upon the quays and banks rouse 
themselves from their slumbers to hurl execra- 
tions at the passing Jews, and the busy 
masque of medizval Venice defiles with mar- 
vellous fidelity before our eyes. These things 
are good enough in themselves, and form an 
agreeable and appropriate background to a 
picture. Unfortunately, however, in the 
present case, these are the picture. To 
accept as a performance of the ‘ Merchant 
of Venice’ such a representation as took 
place in front of these surroundings, would 
involve a complete abandonment of all that 
has been held indispensable to _histrionic 
art. ‘The world is still deceived with orna- 
ment,” says Bassanio, before he chooses the 
leaden‘casket. This view, apparently, has pre- 
vailed with the management. In the present 
instance, however, the later lines of the same 
speech will, we think, supply the lesson,— 

Thus ornament is but the guiled shore 
To a most dangerous sea. 

Mr. Coghlan, under whose direction the whole 
has, to some extent, been produced, and who 
himself plays Shylock, has sought to divest the 
performance of rant. In itself the endeavour 
is creditable. He has, however, sunk it to the 
level of a recitation. Few plays require more 
careful treatment than this. A central in- 
terest, which deepens almost into tragedy, is 
framed in scenes of delicious comedy. In the 
present performance the serious interest of the 





piece disappeared, buried in spectacle, and 
that the lighter scenes escaped the same fate 
was due to the genius of one actress. A more 
remarkable instance of collapse has seldom been 
witnessed. Mr. Coghlan is an intelligent man, 
who can point to many successesin ashort career. 
So completely did he fail, however, to grasp the 
part, or to render intelligible his conception, 
that during the trial scene the audience 
scarcely seemed conscious of his existence, 
and the proceedings might almost have con- 
tinued without his presence. Against this 
regretable miscarriage must be placed the 
triumph of Miss Terry, whose Portia 
revealed the gifts which are rarest on 
the English stage. More adequate expression 
has seldom been given to the light-heartedness 
of maidenhood, the perplexities and hesita- 
tions of love, and the ineffable content of 
gratified aspirations and ambitions. Not 
less successful were the scenes of badinage. 
Portia’s address before the court was excellent, 
and the famous speech on mercy assumed new 
beauties from a correct and exquisite delivery. 
A very noteworthy point in the performance 
was the womanly interest in Shylock,—the 
endeavour to win him, for his own sake, from 
the pursuit of his grim resolve. The delivery 
of the lines,— 

Shylock, there ’s thrice thy money offered thee, 
and— 

Have by some surgeon, Shylock, on your charge, 

To stop his wounds, lest he do bleed to death, 
seemed dictated by sublime compassion. Be- 
side Miss Terry’s performance most of the other 
impersonations seemed weak. The most satis- 
factory were the Duke of Mr. Collette and 
the Antonio of Mr. Acher; Mr. Brooke’s 
Bassanio had spirit, but wants refinement ; 
Mr. Lin Rayne’s Gratiano was weak; Mr. 
Bancroft contented himself with the small 
part of the Prince of Morocco, of which he 
gave a picturesque representation; Mr. A. 
Wood was Launcelot Gobbo; Miss C. Addison 
was Nerissa, and Miss A. Wilton Jessica, 

‘Mademoiselle Dupare,’ which has been 
produced at the Opéra Comique, is a lachry- 
mose and morbid study, by M. Denayrouze, 
of the plot of which, on its first appearance at 
the Gymnase-Dramatique, we gave an account 
(Athen. No. 2466). The part of the governess, 
first played by Mdlle. Tallandiera, is taken by 
Madlle. Kelly, who, in spite of a rather artificial 
style, creates a favourable impression, and 
makes the character as sympathetic as it can 
become. Madame Baittig is the Countess, 
first expounded by Madame Blanche Pierson, 
and M. James takes M. Ravel’s part of the 
Marquis. ‘Le Homard’ of M. Gondinet, also 
given, is a clever and ingenious farce, old in 
materials, but introducing some novel compli- 
cations. It is briskly interpreted, and causes 
much laughter. 








Bramatic Gossip. 


We hear that there is a possibility of London 
receiving a visit from the entire company of the 
Gymnase-Dramatique, under the direction of M. 
Montigny. A suitable theatre is needed, and an 
assurance, or a reasonable hope, that the Lord 
Chamberlain will not reject the entire répertoire. 
As this trowpe ranks second only to La Comédie 
Francaise, and in comedy scarcely second even to 
that body, its visit would, of course, be a godsend. 
If arrangements can be made, the company would, 
we fancy, be able to appear early in May, and stay 
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for two months, or even longer. Hers is a chance 
for London managers, and notably for M. Pitron. 


Two morning entertainments have been given 
this week at Drury Lane Theatre. Signor Salvini’s 
performance of Othello on Monday elicited from 
a public, largely made up of actors, demonstrations 
highly flattering to the artist, and not common in 
England. The experiment will be repeated on 
Monday next. On the following Wednesday, 
Signor Salvini will appear in an Italian version of 
‘Le Gladiateur,” a tragedy. For Friday, a per- 
formance of ‘As You Like It,’ with Miss Helen 
Faucit as Rosalind, is announced, for the benefit 
of the fund for erecting a Shakspeare Memorial 
Theatre at Stratford-on-Avon. 


To-nicutT the Holborn Theatre, re-christened the 
Mirror, will open with ‘The Hidden Hand, a 
comedietta, entitled ‘Maids of Honour,’ and a new 
farce. The same night will witness the produc- 
tion at the St. James’s of a new farcical comedy, 


by Mr. W. S. Gilbert, entitled ‘Tom Cobb.’ 


Mornina performances are increasing in popu- 
larity in Paris. The Gymnase-Dramatique now 
gives, every Sunday morning, representations of 
pieces belonging to the old and almost forgotten 
portion of its répertoire. 


‘Un Drame sous Parirre II.,’ a four-act 
drama, in verse, by M. Georges de Porto Riche, 
has been given successfully at the Odéon. In 
spite of crudities, it is a work of some power, and 
its dénodment is novel and striking. The Duke 
d’Alcala, who has been despatched by Philippe 
II. to Flanders, commits his fair spouse, Carmen, 
to the guardianship of his pupil, Miguel de la 
Crux. This is entrusting the sheep to the care of 
the wolf, since the young guardian is madly in 
love with the Duchess, who heartily reciprocates 
his passion. Sojealous in honouris, however, Miguel, 
that he holds aloof until his coldness disgusts 
the lady, and drives her into listening to the suit 
of the king, who is also her admirer. Miguel 
dabbles in conspiracies, is detected, and sentenced 
to death. With difficulty his pardon is obtained 
by Carmen from her royal lover, who is shrewd 
enough to scent a rival. On the return of the 
Duke, Philippe falsely and ungenerously tells him 
that the youth is the lover of the Duchess, When 
Carmen, furnished with the pardon, seeks to make 
her way to the condemned man, she is forcibly with- 
held by her husband, who, when the axe has 
fallen, tells her, “I have slain your lover.” Stabbing 
herself to the heart, the Duchess falls to the ground. 
Before dying, however, she points to the king, who 
enters, and exclaims, “ Mon amant, le voila.” In 
spite of traces of imitation of M. Victor Hugo, 
M. Sardou, and other writers, and in spite also of 
a general want of cohesion, the piece pleased, its 
closing situation causing a profound sensation. 
Malle, Rousseil was excellent as Carmen; M, Gil 
Naza gave a striking picture of the King; and 
M. Tallien obtained a triumph as the Duke 
d’ Alcala, 


* Lz Comte Kostt,’ a five-act piece, extracted by 

M. Raymond Deslandes from a novel of M. Cher- 
buliez, has been produced, with indifferent success, 
at the Gymnase. Its scene is Russia, and its 
ee far too slight for five acts, deals with the 
oves of a youth and a maiden whom her father 
has disguised as a boy.
